THE PURE DRUGS ACT. 


It has been a subject of comment that 
the food and drugs act of June 30, 1906, 
has gone into effect and remained in ap- 
parently effective operation for a con- 
siderable length of time without a sin- 
gle arrest having been made under it. 
This fact has been a source of pride to 
the drug trade, as it has seemed to in- 
dicate that that trade is essentially a 
law-abiding one. 

In our Washington correspondence 
this week we are giving the particulars 
of an important step just taken by the 
criminal authorities of the District of 
Columbia, resulting in the arrest of a 
prominent citizen of the District, who 
is a manufacturer of and dealer in a 
proprietary medicine known “Cur- 
forhedake Brane-Fude,” or ‘‘Cuforhed- 
ake Brane-Fude.”’ It seems that both 
spellings have been used on the labels 
of the preparation, the latter being the 
one now employed, and while the use 
or the omission of the single letter “r’ 
would seem to be immaterial, still our 
correspondent suggests that upon that 
one letter may depend the decision of 
the court as to whether or not the 
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preparation was labeled a “cure’’—the 
word “cure”? on a proprietary medi- 
cine label having been held by the De- 
partment of Agriculture to ‘“‘mis- 
leading’ and therefore under the ban. 

The test case which will now be made 
is said to have been instituted at the 
instance of no less a personage than the 
Secretary of Agriculture himself, and 
will afford the courts their first oppor- 
tunity to pass upon the status of the 
decisions of the Department as to what 
may and may not, must and must not 
appear on the labels of certain kinds of 
medicines. For this reason, if for no 
other, the case is of more than passing 
interest to the trade generally; indeed, 
it may turn out to be of considerable 
importance, and its progress will no 
doubt be watched with eagerness, not 
alone by members of the drug trade but 
by all who have any direct interest in 
the working of the law. It is contended 
by the District Attorney for the District 
of Columbia that many of the state- 
ments made on the labels, cartons, etc., 
of the ‘‘Brane-fude’’ are false and mis- 
leading, these statements having to do 
largely with therapeutic and physiolo- 
gic claims made for the remedy. Just 
row far the executive branch of the 
government under the authority con- 
ferred upon it by the legislative branch, 
by the act of June 30, 1906, is justified in 
going, in regulating the claims made by 
medicine manufacturers regarding the 
efficacy of their outputs, has been a 
matter concerning which there has been 
much difference of opinion, and now 
there may be established by the judi- 
cial branch of the government a pre- 
cedent for which many of those inter- 
ested have been waiting. It is fortu- 
nate for the status of that precedent 
when it shall have been made, that the 
defendant in the case is a man who will 
doubtless use every legal means in his 
defense, and not stop until the highest 
court in the land has made it impossible 
for him to go further,

CONFERENCE ON PROPOSED 
NATIONAL PAINT BILL. 


The Reporter feels that its efforts to 
render a service to the paint trade, no 
less than to Congressman Marshall, in 
bringing about a conference upon the 
bill which that gentleman proposed to 
introduce in Congress, have been pro- 
ductive of much good, even though the 
various branches of the trade which 
will be affected by the passage of such 
a bill were not as numerously repre- 
sented as their interest in the matter 
would seem to have justified. 

The Reporter has at all times taken 
a particularly lively interest in matters 
affecting the various branches of trade 
it represents, and, at its instance, Con- 
gressman Marshall, of North Dakota, 
consented to a conference’ between 
members of the various branches of the 
paint trade before introducing his paint 
bill. 

Last Tuesday representatives of the 
trade met Mr. Marshall in Washington 
and discussed the proposed measure. 
A detailed report of this meeting, to- 
gether with a copy of the bill, will be 
on page 8 of this issue. It is 
apparent from the report that Mr. Mar- 
shall has no desire other than to frame 
and secure the passage of a bill which 
will afford the consumer of paints 
guaranty that the article he buys is 
what it is claimed to be, at least so far 
as its composition is concerned. Wheth- 
er its component parts possess all of 
the virtues claimed for them by the 
manufacturer is a point upon which no 
legislation could possibly assure him, 
but one upon which he must be assured 
by his own experience, or that of oth- 
ers, or by his confidence in the author 
of the statements which lead him to 
make the purchase. 

Mr. Marshall gave due weight to the 
representations of those present and 
showed a desire to deal a proportion- 
ate measure of justice to all branches 
of the trade. It was therefore pleasant 
to meet him in a like fair spirit. 

An opinion has been 
interested parties who were not 
ent at the conference that it would 
have been wiser to wait until a bill was 
actually introduced in the House before 
taking action lest it might be thought 
that they favored, or were responsible 
in a measure, for a bill which 
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they 


might later on be forced to 
Nothing, however, was said at the con- 
ference which could be construed 
committing anyone present to the sup- 
port of the proposed measure, which 
was merely the tentative outcome of a 
serious but friendly discussion, 

It obvious from a of 
this embryo measure with the one in- 
troduced by Mr. Marshall during the 
previous session of Congress. that 
should it be introduced in its present 
form and become a law, much that is 
fair and practical in its provisions may 
be credited to the interchange of opin- 
ions at this conference. There 
not appear to us to be anything in the 
bill to which any manufacturer, dealer 
or master painter, who was satisfied 
with the provisions of the bill agreed 
upon at the Philadelphia conference, 
need object, provided he is not opposed 
to legislation of any sort, particularly 
Federal legislation. Should the bill 
progress so far as to be referred to the 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce Com- 
mittee of Congress, and we have every 
reason to believe that it will, hearings 
will doubtless be held by that commit- 
tee during the present and 
there will be abundant opportunity for 
those who oppose the bill to be heard.

BAY RUM COMPLICATIONS. 


The interesting subject of the lia- 
bility of bay rum imported from the 
island of Porto Rico to the mainland 
of the United States, to an internal 
revenue tax of $1.10 per proof gallon on 
its alcoholic contents, has again be- 
come prominent. Already the machin- 
ery of the law and the machinery of 
the legislature have been invoked to 
unravel the tangle and to place this 
important article of commerce upon an 
established and unquestionable status 
among imported merchandise. The 
courts in the two test cases brought 
before them decided adversely to the 
government contention that the col- 
lection of an internal revenue tax of 
$1.10 per proof gallon was lawful, and 
the Payne bill which sought to give the 
necessary authority for the impost was 
allowed to die a natural death, after a 
minority report of the committee en- 
trusted with the hearings had reported 
that the alcohol used in Porto Rico in 
the manufacture of bay rum paid a tax 
in that country equa, or nearly equal, 
to that levied upon the spirits used in 
this country in the preparation of the 
domestic product, 

But it was discovered, however, that 
while grain alcohol is really subject to 
a tax in Porto Rico, when it is con- 
sumed on the island, or when it forms 
one of the component parts of an article 
so consumed, yet when such article 
is intended for export, it may be manu- 
factured in bond and shipped out of the 
country without payment of internal 
duty. This naturally gives the Porto 
Rican product of bay rum an advyan- 
tage almost tantamount to 7. monopoly 
in the United States and importers ad- 
mit that there is no great reason why 
this privilege should be so extended. 
Yet so long as it is enjoyed, they have 
been naturally anxious to profit by it 
to the fullest extent and the imports 
since the first intimation of trouble 
have been extraordinarily heavy. Ever 
since their true position has been under- 
stood, the importers have paid the im- 
post of $1.10 per proof gallon under pro- 
test and they are now anxiously wait- 
ing a final adjudication of the matter 
and a refund of the alleged unlawful 
duty paid. 

The first case taken before the courts, 
it may be remembered, was tried by 
Judge Thomas in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court last spring. He disallowed 
the refund asked for on the ground that 
the tax had been paid without protest 
at the time levied, but the contention of 
the plaintiffs that the impost had been 
illegal was sustained. The second case 
was then pending and the government 
officials waited for this further test be- 
fore filing an appeal. They were again 
overruled; this time by Judge Hough, 
who concurred in the opinion of Judge 
Thomas, and this time the judgment 
carried with it a refund of the tax 
paid. The wording of the judgment by 
the two judges left so little room for 
doubting the validity of the importers’ 
contention that it was not supposed the 
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government would carry the matter 
further, but would seek redress through 
Congress. The Department of In- 
ternal Revenue, however, in view of the 
fact that the next meeting of Congress 
was then a long way off, thought it 
advisable to interpose an appeal, as 
otherwise the collectors would have 
been enjoined from continuing to levy 
upon bay rum. The appeal, however, 
acted as a stay of such restraint and 
may have tended to lessen in some de- 
gree the activity of importations. 

The case will be argued early next 
month and the importers are reason- 
ably confident of a final and definite 
decision in their favor. Meanwhile a 
draft of a bill imposing a tax of $1.10 
per gallon on bay rum has been trans- 
mitted to Congress by the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue. It is par- 
ticularly brief and provides only ‘‘that 
upon bay rum hereafter brought from 
Porto Rico into the United States for 
consumption or sale, there shall be 
paid a tax on the spirits contained 
therein of $1.10 per proof gallon,’ with 
the usual authorization to the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue “to make 
such rules and regulations as may be 
necessary to carry the act into effect.” 

The very fact that the Department 
should have such a measure introduced 
that it has practically 
abandoned hope of reversing the judg- 
ment of the courts, already rendered, 
and of its belief that nothing short of 
an act of Congress can make lawful the 
tax in dispute. In this way the case 
of the importer proportionately 
strengthened, and general expectation 
on both sides is that the victory of the 
latter will be complete, 

The questions as to whether Congress 
in passing such an act has the power 
to make it retroactive, and whether in 
this event they would exercise that 
power, are of as much concern as the 
final judgment by Court of Appeal. 
The importers realize that the tax must 
eventually be made legal, and they are 
interested now only to the extent of the 
amount of refund which they expect 
the court will allow. Congress might, 
of course, arbitrarily enact a law that 
would be retroactive, and there might 
follow a long legal controversy before 
the as to the constitutionality 
of such an act. But, from the wording 
of the present bill, it does not appear 
that the government has any such 
drastic intention. Apart from all jus- 
tice, it would hardly look well in the 
eyes of the world for the United States 
to go behind an award by its own 
courts and virtually confiscate moneys 
which have been legally declared to be- 
long to the importers. It is proper, of 
course, to remedy an unwise provision 
of law when a mistake or oversight 
has been made in the framing, but it 
would be a hardship altogether incom. 
patible with the ends of justice to 
make persons who had traded in good 
faith under such however 
erroneously constructed, to pay for the 
mistake. 
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Another phase of the remarkable 
situation developed by this controversy, 
is that, while the bill of the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue provides 
for a specific duty of one dollar and ten 
cents upon each proof gallon of alcohol 
contained in the product, nothing is 
said about the imposition of a similar 
tax upon the spirit contents of per- 
fumes, medicinal preparations and such 
like goods, which under the law as it 
at present stands, are equally free to 
enter the mainland of the United States 
from Porto Rico as is bay rum. There 
is, in fact, nothing in the draft of the 
bill before Congress, whieh could pre- 
vent a manufacturer of goods contain- 
ing alcohol othey than bay rum, from 
making them on the island and ship- 
ping them here without payment of 
any internal revenue tax on their al- 
coholic contents. While this is so, how- 
ever, it is far from likely that anyone 
will be tempted into trying the experi- 
ment, as he would not be allowed to go 
far his scheme would ef- 
fectually blocked by more comprehen- 
sive legislation.

is named the European Union of Bottle 
Manufacturers’ Company, with limited 
liability. The capital of $280,000 has 
been raised to $1,428,000. The union at 
present represents an annual output of 
1,428,500 bottles, which at the average 
selling prices of $0.0238 each, means 
some $33,320,000. The field of opera- 
tions of the new cartel apparently em- 
braces all countries except the United 
States, Canada and Mexico.

Mr. Peters stated that he was author- 
izeu by the interests he represelted luv 
present for Mr, warsualis favorabie con- 
siderauon a Dill dralleu sume LUlme since 
ul a conterence OL the associations in the 
paint trade, and popularly Known as the 
conlerence bill, ‘nis measure, he ex- 
plained, Was prepared as a model lor 
Slate iegisiation, and he recognized the 
tact that in its administrative ieatures it 
would require modilication lor the reason 
that, whiie the jurisdiction of the plate 
over the pure paint question is based 
upon its right to exercise the police 
power, the control of the subject by the 
bederui Government rests upon the right 
of Congress to regulate interstate com- 
merce. Mr, Peters expressed the opinion 
that a judicious combination of the tea- 
tures ol the conference bili and the orig- 
inal Marshall measure would result in a 
bill which would protect alike the con- 
sumer and the honest manutacturer, who, 
quite as much as the user of paint, 1s 1n- 
terested in the prevention of fraud. 

He stated that the organizations which 
he represented were representative of the 
trade at large and were in full sympathy 
with the purpose of Mr. Marshall’s pro- 
posed bill, but there was a division of 
sentiment as to whether the object sought 
could best be accomplished through State 
or kederal legislation. However, if any 
legislation was to be attempted, it was 
the hope of these organizations that it 
would be as. tar as possible along the 
lines of the conference bill, a dratt of 
which he had submitted. 

At thie point Mr, Marshall stated that he 
had received from Prof. Ladd the text of a 
proposed section governing the labeling of 
paints in the following form:— 

‘section There shall be shown clearly 
and distinctly upon the face label and in the 
innglish language:— 

‘1. The name and residence of the manu- 
facturer of the paint, or of the distributor 
thereof, or of the party for whom the same is 
manufactured. 

“2. There shall be

‘4. There shall be shown with substantial 
accuracy the true percentage composition of 
the pigment or solids, and the true percentage 
composition of the liquid portion of the paint, 
each taken as 100 parts. When other than 
chemically pure colors are used the percentage 
composition thereof shall also be shown.’’ 


The members of the delegation examined 
Professor Ladd’s draft with great interest 
and promptly reached the conclusion that 
while in certain respects it would be ac- 
ceptable, the third and_ fourth clauses 
should be stricken out and the language of 
the conference bill substituted therefor. In 
this connection Mr. Peters pointed to the 
fact that the literal interpretation of 
clause 4 would operate to deceive the paint 
buyer or consumer as to the character of 
the goods and this statement was em- 
phasized by Mr. Gregg, who cited as an il- 
lustration a paint composed of 60 per cent. 
solids and 40 per cent. liquids. In such a 
paint the content of water might be 4 per 
eent. of the liquids, but would therefore 
be but 1.6 per cent. of the complete paint. 
A label drafted in accordance with clause 
4 of the section suggested by Professor 
Ladd would give the misleading im- 
pression to the average consumer that the 
paint contained 4 per cent of water when 
as a matter of fact it contained less than 
one-half that percentage. In place of 
clauses 3 and 4 Mr. Peters therefore sug- 
gested the following language taken from

State with substantial accuracy its chemical 
analysis,’’ 

Mr. Marshall expressed the opinion that 
the proposed change was reasonable and 
that the label as defined in the composite 
section would furnish all the information 
that could be desired regarding the char- 
acter of the product, 

Taking up the subject of the guaranty to 
protect the dealer, Mr. Beattie said it 
was important, in the opinion of the 
master painters, that each manufacturer 
should guarantee the truthfulness of all 
statements made upon his labels and that 
such guaranty should “run with the 
goods.”’ No dealer buying and selling 
paint in the original package could know 
anything about its contents without a 
costly analysis, which would result in the 
destruction of the paint and the package. 
A jobber was in much the same position 
as a retailer, for frequently he neither 
handled nor shipped the paint which he 
sold, the goods being shipped from the 
factory direct to the retailer or consumer, 
He did not favor relieving the dealer, 
whether wholesale or retailer, of all re- 
sponsibility in the matter, but thought that 
if he were required to see to it that the 
manufacturer gave a written guaranty ‘as 
to the integrity of his labels the Govern- 
ment could not ask him to go further. The 
plan of having such guaranties deposited 
with some federal authority, as under the 
pure food and drug law, he regarded as 
an excellent one which could well be pur- 
sued in connection with an honest paint 
law. 

Mr. Peters stated that he did not think 
any honest manufacturer wanted to evade 
responsibility for the integrity of his 
labels. There was a good deal of oppo- 
sition in the trade to the guaranty clause, 
or rather to the serial number provision 
of the pure food and drug law, but this 
he believed was due rather to lack of 
knowledge of its operation than to any 
objection to its purpose. 

Referring to sections 6 and 7 of the 
Marshall bill, which are the features of 
this measure to which the trade general- 
ly takes exception, Mr. Peters said he 
thought the promoters of this legislation 
should be willing to withdraw them in 
favor of the provisions of the conference 
bill, which defined paint and prescribed 
the labeling of all paint products. Sec- 
tions 6 and 7 of the original Marshall 
bill defined as ‘‘adulterated” ‘any paint 
or compound intended for use as such 
which contains other ingredients than 
pure linseed oil, carbonate of lead, oxide 
of zinc, turpentine, Japan dryer and pure 
colors,’ and the operation of the proposed 
law based on these provisions would be 
to deny interstate shipments to any prod- 
uct containing any other’ ingredients. 
Such a law, Mr. Peters pointed out, would 
be far more drastic than the North Da- 
kota statute, which simply provides that 
if a paint contains any ingredient other 
than the six prescribed by the statute, 
it shall be so labeled as to show all its 
constituents and the relative percentage 
of each. The conference bill, however, 
proposed to label all paint roducts, 
whether limited in their ingredients to 
the six statutory materials or not, and 
it would therefore fully protect the con- 
Sumer without imposing the hardship 
upon manufacturers of requiring them 
to abandon the use of many materials 
which their experience had led them to 
adopt or might lead them to adopt in 
the future, leaving the customer free to 
buy what he pleased, so long as he knew 
what he was buying. 

Mr. Marshall expressed his opinion that 
all parties interested in the proposed legis- 
lation would be able to get together on 
an efficient bill. He thanked the dele- 
gation for the information given him and, 
addressing Mr. Schnell, expressed his 
hearty appreciation of the efforts of the 
Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter to bring 
about the enactment of a measure that 
would protect both the consumer and the 
reputable manufacturer, He said he had 
followed the work of the Reporter with 
great interest and had carefully collated 
all its publications concerning the subject 
of honest paints. In view of the repre- 
sentative character of the delegation, he 
Suggested that a draft be prepared com- 
bining the best features of the original 
Marshall bill and the so-called conference 
bill, promising to submit the same to 
Prof. Ladd and other experts in the ex- 
pectation that it would be possible to 
introduce it at an early date either in 
its original or amended form. 

Acting upon this suggestion, a tenta- 
tive draft of a_new bill was prepared 
and laid before Mr. Marshall in the fol- 
lowing form:

A BILL 


For preventing the manufacture, sale, or trans- 
portation of unlabeled paints, turpentine 
or linseed oil, 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, That it shall be 
ulawful for any person to manufacture within 
any Territory, or the District of Columbia, 
any paint, turpentine or linseed oil which is 
not properly labeled within the meaning of this 
act; and any person who shall violate any of 
the provisions of this section shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and for each offense shall. 
upon conviction thereof, be fined not to exceed 
five hundred dollars or shall be sentenced to 
one year’s imprisonment, or both such fine and 
imprisonment, in the discretion of the court, 
and for each subsequent offense and conviction 
thereof shall be fined not less than one thou- 
sand dollars or sentenced to one year’s im- 
prisonment, or both such fine and- imprison- 
ment, in the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 2. That the introduction into any State 
or Territory or the District of Columbia from 
any other State or Territory or the District 
of Columbia, or from any foreign country, or 
shipment to any foreign country of any paint, 
turpentine or linseed oil which is not labeled 
as required by the provisions of this act, is 
hereby prohibited; and any person who shall 
ship or deliver for shipment from any State 
or Territory or the District of Columbia to

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any other State or Territory or the District of 
Columbia, or to a foreign country, or who 
shall receive in any State or Territory or the 
District of Columbia from any other State or 
Territory or the District of Columbia, or for- 
eign country, and having so received, shall de- 
liver, in original unbroken packages, for pay 
or otherwise, or offer to deliver to any other 
person, any such article not labeled within 
the meaning of this act, or any person who 
shall sell or offer for sale in the District of 
Columbia or the Territories of the United 
States any such unlabeled articles, or export 
or offer to export the same to any foreign 
country, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
for such offense be fined not exceeding two 
hundred dollars for the first offense, and upon 
conviction for each subsequent offense not ex- 
ceeding three hundred dollars or be imprisoned 
not exceeding one year, or both, in the dis- 
cretion of the court: Provided, that nothing in 
this act shall be held to require the labeling 
of paints, turpentine or linseed oil intendea 
for exportation to foreign countries the laws 
of which do not require such articles to be 
labeled; and provided further, that nothing 
in this act shall prohibit a manufacturer of 
paint, turpentine or linseed oil to sell upon a 
written contract to a consumer, goods un- 
labeled as to their ingredients but bearing 
conspicuously the printed statement that they 
are made in accordance with a private for- 
mula, 

Sec. 3. That the Secretary of the Treasury, 
the Secretary of Agriculture, and the Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor shall make uniform 
rules and regulations for carrying out the 
provisions of this act, including the collection 
and examination of paints, turpentine or lin- 
seed oil manufactured or offered for sale in 
the District of Columbia, or in any Territory 
of the United States, or which shall be offered 
for sale in unbroken packages in any State 
other than that in which they shall be received 
from any foreign country, or intended for 
shipment to any foreign country, or which 
may be submitted for examination by the 
chief health, food, or drug officer or agent of 
any State, Territory, or the District of Colum- 
bia, or at any domestic or foreign port through 
which product is offered for interstate com- 
merce, or for export or import between the 
United States and any foreign port or country. 

Sec. 4. That the examination of such speci- 
mens shall be made in the Bureau of Chem- 
istry of the Department of Agriculture, or un- 
der the direction and supervision of such bu- 
reau, for the purpose of determining from such 
examination whether such articles are properly 
labeled within the meaning of this act; and if 
it shall appear from any such examination that 
any of such specimens is improperly labeled 
within the meaning of this act the Secretary 
of Agriculture shall cause notice thereof to be 
given to the party from whom such sample 
was obtained. Any party so notified shall be 
given an opportunity to be heard, under such 
rules and regulations as may be prescribed as 
aforesaid, and if it appears that any of the 
provisions of this act have been violated by 
such party, then the Secretary of Agriculture 
shall at once certify the facts to the proper 
United States district attorney, with a copy 
of the results of the analysis or the examina- 
tion of such article duly authenticated by the 
analyst or officer making such examination, 
under the oath of such officer. After judgment 
of the court, notice shall be given by publi- 
cation in such manner as may be prescribed by 
the rules and regulations aforesaid. 

Sec. 5. That it shall be the duty of each dis- 
trict attorney to whom the Secretary of Agri- 
culture shall report any violation of this act, 
or to whom any health or food or drug officer 
or agent of any State, Territory or the District 
of Columbia shall present satisfactory evidence 
of any such violation, to cause appropriate pro- 
ceedings to be commenced and prosecuted in 
the proper courts of the United States, without 
delay, for the enforcement of the penalties as 
in such case herein provided. 

Sec. 6. The term ‘“‘paint’’ as used in this 
act shall include oxide of zinc, red lead and 
white lead, dry or in any kind of oil, and any 
compound ftntended for the same use, colors 
ground in oil, paste or semi-paste and liquid 
or mixed paint ready for use. 

Sec. 7. There shall be shown clearly and 
distinctly upon the face label and in the Eng- 
lish language:— 

a. The name and residence of the manufac 
turer of the paint, or of the distributor thereof, 
or of the party for whom the same is manufac- 
tured. 

b. There shall be shown in case of dry colors, 
colors ground in oil, pasta or semi-paste paint, 
the true -net weight; and in all ready-mixed 
or ready-for-use paints the true measure in 
gallons or part thereof. 

c. There shall be shown the name and, with 
substantial accuracy, the percentage of each 
ingredient both solid and liquid contained 
therein; provided, however, that in case of 
paint other than white paint the ingredients 
other than the coloring material may be treated 
as one hundred per cent., in which case it 
shall be necessary to state not only the 
name and percentage of each ingredient other 
than the coloring material, but also the de- 
scription or trade name of such coloring mate- 
rial, and state with substantial accuracy its 
chemical analysis. 

That for the purposes of this act an article 
shall also be deemed to be improperly labeled :— 

First. If it be an intimation of or offered for 
sale under the name of another article. 

Second. If the contents of the package as 
originally put up shall have been removed, in 
whole or in part, and other contents shall have 
been placed in such package. 

Third. If in package form, and the contents 
are stated in terms of weight or measure, they 
are not ra and correctly stated on the 
outside of the package. 

Fourth. If the package containing it or its 
label shall bear any statement, design or device 
regarding the ingredients or the substances 
contained therein, which statement, design or 


device shall be false or misleading in any 
particular, 
@ec. 8. That no dealer shall be prosecuted 


under the provisions of this act when he can 
establish a guaranty signed by the manufac- 
turer or importer of such articles to the effect 
that the same is properly labeled within the 
meaning of this act, designating it. Said 
guaranty, to afford protection, shall contain 
the name and address of the manufacturer or 
importer of such articles and in such case said 
manufacturer or importer shall be amenable to 
the prosecutions, fines and other penalties 
which would attach, in due course, to the 
dealer under the provisions of this act. 

Sec. That any paint, or compound in- 
tended for use ae such, that is improperly 
labeled within the meaning of this act, and is 
being transported from one State, Territory, 
District or insular possession to another for 
sale, or, having been transported, remains un- 
loaded, unsold or in original unbroken pack- 
ages, or if it be sold or offered for sale in the 
District of Columbia or the Territories, or 
ineular possessions of the United States, or if 
it be imported from a foreign country for sale, 
or if it is intended for export to a foreign 
country, shall be liable to be proceeded against 
in any district court of the United States 
within the district where the same is found, 
and seized for confiscation by a process of libel 
for condemnation. And if such article {is con- 
demned as being improperly labeled within the 
meaning of this act, the same shall be disposed 
of by destruction or sale, as the said court 
may direct, and the proceeds thereof, if sold, 
less the legal costs and charges, shall be paid 
into the Treasury of the United States, but 
such goods ehall not be sold into any jurisdic- 
tion contrary to the provisions of this act or 
the laws of that jurisdiction; provided, how- 
ever, that upon the payment of the costs of 


such libel proceedings and the execution and 
delivery of a good and sufficient bond to the 
effect that such articles shall not be sold or 
otherwise disposed of contrary to the provisions 
of this act or the laws of any State, Territory, 
District or insular possession, the court may 
by order direct that such articles be delivered 
to the owner thereof. The proceedings of suclf 
libel cases shall conform, as near as may be, 
to the proceedings in admiralty, except that 
either party may demand trial by jury of any 
lesue of fact joined in any such case, and all 
such proceedings shall be at the suit of and in 
the name of the United States. 

Sec. 10. That the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall deliver to the Secretary of Agriculture 
from time to time samples of paints, turpentine 
and linseed oil which are being imported into 
the United States or offered for import, giving 
notice thereof to the owner or consignee, who 
may appear before the Secretary of Agri- 
eulture and have the right to introduce testi- 
mony, and if it appear from the examination 
of such samples that any such article offered 
to be imported into the United States is im- 
properly labeled within the meaning of this 
act, or is of a kind forbidden entry into, or 
forbidden to be sold or restricted in sale in 
the country in which it is made or from which 
it is exported, or is otherwise falsely labeled 
in any respect, the said article shall be re- 
fused admission, and the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall refuse delivery to the consignee 
and shall cause the destruction of any goods 
refused delivery which shall not be exported 
by the consignee within three months from 
the date of notice of such refusal under such

Edmund S. Whitman, 


Edmund 8S. Whitman, for many years 
considered an authority on the export 


oil trade, died in his apartments in this 
city, Sunday morning, January 12. He 
retired from active business some three 


his personality was none 
the less esteemed, and his opinions re- 
garded as none the less valuable, par- 
ticularly when experience had anything 
to do with arriving at a decision. 

Mr. Whitman was born in Nova Scotia 
77 years ago. At the age of 14 he went to 
St. John, N. B., where he remained for 
seven years. In 1850 he came to Boston, 
where he became interested in the whale 
and sperm oil business. In 1857 he as- 
sociated himself with his brother, Alfred, 
in the oil export trade. Continuing in 
this line, he came to New York in_ 1863, 
and for more than twenty years the Whit- 
man house was well known at 159 Front 
street. In 1882 Mr. Whitman was elected 
vice-president of the Produce Exchange, 
and also served upon the board of man- 
agers for two terms. The offices were re- 
moved to the Produce Exchange Building 
in 1884. About this time the firm did a 
very heavy business in exporting

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regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury

‘‘manufacturer’’ as used in this act shall be 
construed to be the actual maker of the goods 
or the distributor thereof whose name appears 
on the label thereof in place of that maker. 
When construing and enforcing the provisions 
of this act, the act, omission or failure of any 
officer, agent or other person acting for or em- 
ployed by any corporation, company, society, 
or association, within the scope of his employ- 
ment or office, shall in every case be also 
deemed to be the act, omisssion or failure of 
such corporation, company, society or associa- 
tion as well as that of Ss person. 

Sec. 12. That this act shall be in force and 
effect from and after one year from the date of 
its passage and approval.

On Sunday, January 12, passed away 
suddenly from Bright’s disease John 
William Gaulbert, vice-president of the 
Peaslee-Gaulbert Company, the Louis- 
ville Varnish Company and the Louisville 
Lead and Color Company. 

Mr. Gaulbert had been ailing for about 
two years, but did not take to his bed 
until Christmas Day. While seriously ill, 
his condition was not such as to cause im- 
mediate alarm, and the sudden termina- 
tion of his illness by death came as a 
shock to his family and friends. He died 
at his apartments in the Weissinger-Gaul- 
bert building, in Louisville. 

The deceased gentleman, who was 61 
years of age, was active in several large 
enterprises and was regarded as one of 
the solid wealthy men of his State. Be- 
sides the connections mentioned, he was 
a director of the Louisville Railway Com- 
pany and several other corporations and 
banks He ‘was one of the owners of the 
Weissinger-Gaulbert building and largely 
interested in real estate in Louisville. So- 
clally he was a prominent citizen and a 








member of the Pendennis and Country 
clubs, and of the Falls City Lodge of 
Masons, and of the Louisville Com- 
mandery, Knights Templar. 

Mr. Gaulbert was born in the old Gaul- 
bert home in 1847. He was educated in 
the local schools and in 1872 associated 
himself with his brother and Charles R. 
Peaslee in the firm of Peaslee-Gaulbert 
Company, with headquarters at 413 West 
Main street. Mr, Peaslee retired in 1894, 
when Mr. Gaulbert became vice-president 
and continued in that position up to the 
time of his death. 

In 1892 he acquired an interest in the 
Louisville Varnish Company and later was 
associated with the Louisville Lead and 
Color Company, of which concerns he was 
vice-president. 

Mr. Gaulbert, who was unmarried, is 
survived by his elder brother, George 
Gaulbert, president of the Peaslee-Gaul- 
bert Company, and by one sister, Mrs.

First Test Case Under National 
Food and Drugs Act 


ROBERT N. HARPER, A PROMINENT 
WASHINGTON CITIZEN, ARRESTED 
FOR ALLEGED MISBRANDING OF A 
PROPRIETARY MEDICINE — CASE 

MAY HINGE ON A SINGLE LET- 
TER IN THE WORDING OF 
THE LABEL. 


Washington, Jan. 17, 1908. 


The first test case under the national 
pure food and drug law as applied to 


, drugs has been instituted in this city by 


the United States District Attorney by 
direction of the Attorney General but at 
the instance of the Secretary of Agri- 
culture. Robert N. Harper, a prominent 
citizen of Washington, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce and also of the 
American National Bank, has been ar- 
rested for the alleged violation of the 
statute in the misbranding of a proprie- 
tary medicine manufactured by him un- 
der the name of Harper’s ‘“‘Cuforhedake 
Brane-fude."" This action was begun in 
the local police court, but at the same 
time libels were filed in the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia against 
Mr. Harper and against four of the lead- 
ing druggists of the capital city in whose 
possession stocks of the preparation in 
question were found, which stocks were 
seized and held for forfeiture. Mr. Har- 
per promptly appeared in answer to the 
charge preferred in the police court and 
was at once released upon bond for $1,000. 

The information filed by the district 
attorney in the police court contains four 
counts, substantially identical, and setting 
out in detail the character of the al- 
leged misbranding of the selzed goods. 
Inasmuch as this document for the first 
time sets forth the contentions of the 
Department of Agriculture with regard 
to the form of statements which may or 
may not be made upon labels, cartons, 
etc., it will be examined by the trade 
with great interest. The first count, 
which is representative of the entire in- 
formation, is as follows:— 


“Daniel W. Baker, esquire, attorney of the 
United States in and for the District of Colum- 
bia, comes here into court, at the district 
aforesaid, on the fourteenth day of January, 
in the year of our Lord one thousand nine 
hundred and eight, in this said term, and for 
the said United States, gives the court here 
to understand and be informed, on the oath 
of one Henry C. Fuller, that one Robert N. 
Harper, late of the district aforesaid, on the 
fifth day of August, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand nine hundred and seven, at the 
district aforesaid, and within the jurisdiction 
of this court, unlawfully did manufacture a 
certain misbranded drug, to-wit, a certain 
liquid medicine or preparation styled and 
designated ‘Harper's Curforhedake Brane- 
Fude’ and ‘Harper's Curforhedake' Brain 
Food,’ and intended to be used for the mitiga- 
tion and relief of headache, neuralgia and 
kindred diseases of men, and that the package 
and label of said drug, that is to say, the bot- 
tle, box and circular thereof, did then and 
there bear certain false and misleading state- 
ments, designs and devices regarding the same 
and the ingredients and substances contained 
therein, which were then and there false and 
misleading; and that among the said false and 
misleading statements, designs and devices, 
were the following, that is to say:— 

“That the said drug was a ‘Curforhedake 
Brane-Fude’ and a ‘Curforhedake Brain Food,’ 
meaning thereby that the said drug was a 
cure for headache and a food for the brain; 
that the after effects of said drug were pleas- 
ant and without any depression whatever; that 
said drug contained no poisonous ingredients 
of any kind; that said drug was a certain 
and harmless relief; that said drug never 
failed to give entire satisfaction; that the use 
of said drug was not followed by unpleasant 
after effects; that the use of said drug was 
not followed by any depressing effects; that 
the relief afforded by said drug made life a 
pleasure rather than a burden; and that each 
ounce of said drug contained thirty per cent. 
of alcohol; and that said last mentioned state- 
ments, designs and devices were false and 
misleading in this, that said drug was not 
a cure for headache nor a food for the brain; 
nor were the after effects of said drug pleasant 
and without any depression whatever; nor did 
said drug contain no poisonous ingredients of 
any kind; nor was said drug a certain and 
harmless relief; nor did said drug never fall 
to give entire satisfaction; nor was the use 
of said drug not followed by unpleasant after 
effects; nor was the use of said drug not 
followed by any depressing effects; nor did 
the relief afforded by said drug make life a 
pleasure rather than a burden; nor did each 
ounce of said drug contain thirty per cent. 
of alcohol; but the said drug did contain cer- 
tain poisonous and deleterious ingredients, and 
its use was and is dangerous and injurious to 
the human body, and the use of said drug was 
and is frequently followed by unpleasant, de- 
pressing, and injurious after effects, and each 
ounce of said drug contained only twenty-four 
per cent. of alcohol; against the form of the 
statute in such case made and provided, and 
against the peace and government of the said 
United States."’ 


It will be noted that in the above count 
the name of the preparation is given as 
“Curforhedake,” while in a subsequent 
count the name now employed by Mr. 
Harper, ‘“Cuforhedake”’ is used. This 
detail, while apparently of no conse- 
quence, may figure largely in the case 
before it is finally disposed of in view 
of the contention of the Department of 
Agriculture that proprietary preparations 
are nm.isbranded if upon the label the 
statement is made that they will actually 
“cure’”’ diseases. 

The drug trade at large will be espe- 
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cially interested in the form of the libel 
filed by the district attorney in the Su- 
preme Court of the District of Colum- 
bia, as it is upon this action that the 
government relies to demonstrate its 
right to seize and forfeit misbranded 
goods found in the possession of dealers. 















Mr. Harper being both a manufacturer 
and dealer, is made the defendant in this 
proceeding, the libel in which reads as 
follows:—

While the Department of Agriculture re- 
frains from making any official state- 
ment regarding this test case, it is un- 
derstood that the object in view is the 


judicial determination of the question as 
to whether, under the national pure food 
and drug law, the authorities can regu- 
late the character of the claims as to 
physiological and therapeutic effect made 
by the manufacturers of medicinal prep- 
arations on the labels, circulars and car- 


tons with which the goods are sold. In 
this case the government will contend 
that the preparation in question cannot 


properly be called a “‘cure’’ for headache 


and that it is not in fact a ‘brain food.’’ 
It will further be contended that the 
scope of the national statute is broad 


enough to enable the Department of Ag- 


riculture to supervise and regulate all 
claims concerning the potency or per- 
formance of medicinal preparations. 


These points will be stubbornly contested 


by counsel for Mr. Harper, Messrs.

“The law provides that the term ‘misbranded’ 
shall apply to all drugs, ‘the package or label 
of which shall bear any statement, design or 
device regarding such article which ehall be 
false or misleading in any particular.’ 

“It is not certain that Congress intended by 
this language to authorize courts or public 
officers to sit in judgment upon the therapeutic 
properties of drugs, and the courts are disin- 
clined to take up questions involving mere 
differences of opinion among schools of medi- 
cine or controversies between medical authori- 
ties. Upon this general subject thé opinion of 
the Supreme Court in the case of the American 
School of Magnetic Healing vs. McAnnulty 
(187 U. S., page 94) is interesting and instruc- 
tive reading. But where fraud or willful mis- 
representation is apparent, I do not think the 
mere claim that a therapeutic question was 
involved would be allowed to interfere with the 
ends of justice. 

“In any event the honest side is the safe 
side; and, in construing this provision of the 
food and drugs law, I assume that in every 
case the question as to whether the word ‘cure’ 
is properly used depends altogether upon 
whether it is or is not so used as to be ‘mis- 
leading.’ 

“If a remedy will cure the ailment it pur- 
ports to cure the manufacturer has a perfect 
right to say so, but the etatement that a medi- 
cine is a cure for an incurable disease or for 
a disease which it is not adapted to cure, is 
certainly both false and misleading. It ia 
unwise to state that even the best medicine 
will cure all cases of any disease, or that it ie 
a ‘sure’ cure or ‘infallible’ cure, for that 
implies that it will cure all cases, whether the 
statement that a certain medicine will cure 
certain ailments is misleading or not; and 
whether it is misleading or not (in the way in 
which you use it) is the sole test as to whether 
it ie or is not properly used. 

“I see no objection to giving a remedy such a 
name as a ‘colic cure,’ ‘toothache cure,’ etc., 
where the remedy does generally cure the 
trouble if properly used. 

“As to statements in _ printed circulars 
wrapped around or inclosed in the same pack- 
age with the medicine, I think the language 








“The fact that a false or misleading state- 
ment is signed by some other person than the 
manufacturer does not exempt it from the 
operation of the law. Hence a manufacturer 
should sean critically all printed matter which 
is either on or in the package. But if a person 
writes you in good faith that he was cured by 
your medicine and you are satisfied of the 
facts, I know of no reason why you should not 
use this statement.’’ 

Acting under this opinion, many manu- 
facturers continue to use the word ‘‘cure’”’ 
in connection with their preparations; 
hence the outcome in the Harper case will 
interest not only

ATION—CROPS ELSEWHERE. 


Consul-General Benjamin H. Ridgely, 
of Barcelona, makes the following report 
concerning the olive industry in Spain 
and other Mediterranean countries:— 

A meeting of the principal olive growers 
of this country is being held at Madrid 
for the purpose of obtaining legislative 
assistance to put a stop to the adultera- 
tion of edible olive oil. Olive growers 
have thought it necessary, in their own 
interests, to call a mass meeting to dis- 
cuss the measures that the government 
should be urged to adopt. In the opin- 
ion of leading olive-vil dealers, however, 
little importance is attached to the meet- 
ing, inasmuch as the bumper crop, which 
is expected this season, will effectually 
do away with any necessity or desire to 
evade the existing regulations relative to 
the adulteration of olive oil. It is roughly 
estimated that the olive crop will exceed 
the average yield by fully 25 per cent. 

In this connection, it may be stated that 
the official bulletin of the Spanish De- 
partment of Agriculture publishes the 
following indications concerning the pros- 
pects of the olive crop in other coun- 
tries:— 

Italy.—There will be a good harvest in 
the south (Sicily, Calabria and Pulla) 
and a medium one in the north (Tuscany 
and Genoa). 

Algeria.—There will be very good har- 
vests in Algeria, particularly at Oran 
and Constantine. The trees are already 
full of fruit in good condition, and oil of 
fine quality may be calculated upon. 

France.—On account of the extreme 
drought there will be but a scanty crop 
this year. 

Crete.—The harvest will be abundant. 
The oil produced in this country is gen- 
erally used for lubricating, and there is 
but little comestible oil. 

Morocco.—According to the scanty in- 
formation obtainable, a good harvest is 
to be expected. The oil of this country 
is principally used for industrial pur- 
poses. 

Corfu.—A good harvest, but liable to 
be exposed to accidents. Oils here are 
mostly used for lubricating purposes. 
Only one-fourth of the production is suit- 
able for human food.

Greater activity was noticeable in the 
local paint market than obtained dur- 
ing the preceding week. Demand for 
white lead both dry and in oil and the 
oxides was fairly brisk, though buying 
was still for current needs, futures re- 
maining neglected, as for some time 
past. The stronger tone of the market 
for pig lead is reflected in firmer prices 
for the products. A better movement 
was reported in American zincs, but 
business has not as yet assumed normal 
proportions. Values are without quo- 
table change. Imported varieties re- 
main in about the same position as last 
reported. Demand for dry colors is im- 
proving, though rather slowly, and is 
still largely on the hand-to-mouth or- 
der. Manufacturers, however, look for 
an early return to normal conditions 
in the volume of trade and meanwhile 
hold prices up to quotations. 
There has been more inquiry for pre- 
pared paints, but little business has 
been put through since the opening of 
the year. Metallic paints remain quiet. 
Barytes displays little activity. Chalk 
and China clay are moderately active 
and well held at former figures. Whit- 
ing is moving fairly well at unchanged 
prices. Glues display greater activity 
and prices are firm. There has been 
more inquiry for varnish gums, but no 
large orders could be traced. China 
wood oil is easier for shipment, but 
spot is without quotable change. Lin- 
seéd oil is moving in a routine way and 
card prices are unchanged. Spirits of 
turpentine are stronger and higher. 
Compiete reports of the linseed oil and 
naval stores markets appear on pages 
19 and 22, respectively. 

White Lead, Zines, Ete. 

WHITE LEAD.—There has been a 

marked improveinent in the demand 
for dry lead and ‘ead in oil during the 
week. Supplies in the hands of con- 
sumers were evidently exhausted, 
which resulted in a larger volume of 
orders. A better feeling prevails, but 
the disposition of bvyers is still to pur- 
chase for immediate requirements, The 
price for dry lead in car lots was re- 
peated at 5%c., whkile smaller quanti- 
ties brought 54%@6c.

LITHARGE.—The volume of busi- 
ness transacted during the week was

advance of the season a brisk demand 
is anticipated. Prices rule steady on 
the basis of 64@6%c.,,as to grade and 
quantity, less the usual discount terms. 
A moderate to fair demand prevailed 
for imported varieties and prices were 
repeated on the basis of 8%4@8%%4c., as 
to quantity.

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cede further in the face of practically 
no buying on the part of importers. For 
upwards of sixty days past buying or- 
ders in the primary market have been 
but nominal, and yet there seems to be 
no accumulation of stocks, hence the 
general impression prevails that the 
article is in a firm position and any re- 
sumption of buying would beyond per- 
adventure send the market above rul- 
ing prices, and a continued inquiry and 
demand for stock would undoubtedly 
show quite stiff advances, especially 
on the better grades. 

Manilas have receded from the high 
prices prevailing in the early fall up- 
wards of a cent a lb., there being little 
inquiry from consumers and practically 
no buying by importers. It is hoped 
that on the resumption of buying the 
market will not firm up. The stocks 
in first hands and in the hands of con- 
sumers, however, are not large, and 
should an active demand develop there 
is every possibility of a firming up and 
advance in values of this material. Re- 
cent cables from the Pontianak fields 
report the gum, especially No. 1 and 
better, very scarce and an advance of 
£2 10s. per ton has taken place and 
higher prices are expected. 

The decline in Batavia damar seems 
to have been checked, and within the 
past week cable advices note heavy 
purchases at 2 to 3 shillings above the 
prices prevailing earlier in the month. 
It is therefore believed that the price 
of this article will rule higher for for- 
ward positions. 

The offerings for summer delivery of 
China wood oil are at a lower range of 
price than those prevailing for goods 
now arriving and in hand, and should 
the exchange market remain on or 
about the same basis, oil could be pur- 
chased around 6%c. for shipment. It is 
a fact, however, that the exchange mar- 
ket invariably advances in the spring, 
and with this contingency the import 
price of oil for summer delivery will 
be above the quotation named at pres- 
ent. 

Five of the gum houses concur in the 
foregoing review of the market. 

One other dealer, however, gives out 
the following report:— 

There have been more inquiries for 
‘kauri, and it appears as though busi- 
ness is picking up a little, though no 
large orders have been placed thus far, 
the varnish manufacturer in general 
being fairly well stocked up. The de- 
mand at the primary market has also 
' en very dull, and if the varnish man- 
ufacturer will remain out of the mar- 
ket for another two or three months it 
may finally break the backbone of the 
Auckland market. Of course, the pres- 
ent holdings in New York and London 
and whatever are on the way have

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been bought at the very high prices 
which were ruling last year, and there 
is consequently very little opportunity 
for the consumer to buy cheap gum 
now, and perhaps not for the next six 
months or even longer. Still, there is 
no doubt that the slack business will 
finally affect New Zealand, so that low- 
er prices for gum may be expected 
late in the summer or early fall. 

Manilas, Singapore damar and pon- 
tianak have apparently reached bot- 
tom. Prices are lower than they have 
been for the last two years, and while 
the holdings in New York and London 
are fetching asked prices, still the 
manufacturer could purchase at a low- 
er figure for arrivals. The very low 
prices ruling in the far East will not 
prevail should any heavy inquiry de- 
velop, and it would therefore be advisa- 
ble for the manufacturer to purchase 
at this time, 

Batavia damar was quoted a few 
points lower several days ago, while 
the primary market is asking to-day a 
fraction higher price for shipments. 
Locally there is no change in values 
and business if of a hand-to-mouth 
character. We quote February-March 
shipments from Batavia at 144@14\%éc. 

The market for China wood oil has 
been lower during the last three or four 
months than it has been for two years, 
owing to lack of important demand. 
Any activity, however, on the other 


side will no doubt cause higher prices. 


We quote oil on the spot at 7@7\c.; 
late spring shipments, 65%c. 
Window Glass. 

The market is still in a demoralized 
condition and the demand for glass is 
extremely light. Not more than 400 
pots are in operation in the entire coun- 
try, and nearly all the factories in 
Pennsylvania are laboring under great 
difficulties, owing to the strike among 
the men. The few factories that are in 
blast are using partly inexperienced 
men, and the consequence is that the 
production is likely to be of an inferior 
quality of glass. The prospects are 
that the present state of affairs may 
last a month or even longer, so 
that the production will be very 
limited indeed until the differences be- 
tween the men are adjusted. It is 
stated on good authority that the glass 
being turned out is a positive loss to 
the manufacturer, and the men that are 
working on a sliding scale are barely 
earning a livelihood. At present the 
product is about one-sixth of what it 
was a year ago. At the meeting of the 
members of the Eastern Jobbers’ As- 
sociation, held at the Hotel Belvidere, 
Baltimore, January 10, prices were es- 
tablished at 90 and 25 for single and 90 
and 30 for double, these prices to rule 
in the metropolitan district.

Porto Rican Bay Rum Legislation 


DRAFT OF A BILL SUBMITTED TO CON- 
GRESS IMPOSING INTERNAL REVENUE 
TAX OF $1.10 PER GALLON—SUCH AN 

ACT WOULD NOT REMEDY EXIST- 
ING CONDITIONS IN RESPECT TO 
OTHER ARTICLES CONTAINING 
GRAIN ALCOHOL NOW IM- 
PORTED TO THE MAINLAND 
FROM THE ISLAND. 


Washington, Jan. 17, 1908. 


The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
has transmitted to Congress the draft of 
a bill imposing an internal revenue tax of 
$1.10 per gallon on bay rum imported from 
Porto Rico. The measure consists of but a 
few lines and is as follows:— 


‘'Be it enacted, etc., That upon bay rum _here- 
after brought from Porto Rico into the United 
States for consumption or sale there shall be 
paid a tax on the spirits contained therein of 
$1.10 per proof gallon, to be collected at the 
port of entry by the collector of internal rev- 
enue of the district in which the port is lo- 
eated. The Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
with the approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, is hereby authorized to make such 
rules and regulations as may be necessary to 
earry this act into effect." 


The presentation of this measure in_the 
form in which it has been sent to Con- 
gress will be a distinct and decidedly un- 
welcome surprise to the trade, which has 
followed: with great interest the contro- 
versy regarding the liability of Porto Rico 
bay rum to pay an internal revenue tax 
upon importation into the United States, 
which has been decided adversely to the 
Government in a series of test cases in- 
stituted in several jurisdictions for the 
purpose of determining every phase of the 
issue involved. Should Congress pass the 
bill in the form as transmitted by the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, every 
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alcoholic preparation except bay rum and 
beverage spirits made in the island of 
Porto Rico could be brought to the main- 
land without the payment of any internal 
revenue impost, either here or in the 
island, and the consequent demoralization 
of the trade engaged in the production of 
many kinds of drugs, pharmaceuticals, 
proprietary preparations, perfumery, etc., 
in the production of which pure ethyl al- 
cohol is used, would be very great, for 
producers advantageously situated would 
be able to establish plants in Porto Rico 
and thus evade the tax of $1.10 per proof 
gallon now levied on the domestic alcohol 
contained in these goods, 

When the original decision, adverse to 
the Government, holding Porto Rican bay 
rum to be free of duty or internal rev- 
enue tax, was handed down by Judge 
Thomas, the Ways and Means Committee 
immediately sought to close the gap thus 
created by reporting a bill levying a tax 
of $1.10 per proof gallon on this product. 
Subsequently a minority report of the 
committee was filed, declaring that ‘‘the 
government of Porto Rico collects a tax 
on the alcohol contained in bay rum at 
least equal to, if not greater than, the 
tax now paid by the manufacturers of bay 
rum in the United States, and to pass this 
bill would amount to a direct discrimina- 
tion against bay rum manufactured in 
Porto Rico, and amount to a prohibitive 
duty against its coming into the United 
States.”

of Congress was near its 
this interesting declaration 
the minority and the bill 
was therefore permitted to die on the 
House calendar. Subsequently the in- 
ternal revenue officials made a very care- 
ful investigation of the revenue laws of 
Porto Rico resulting in the highly im- 
portant discovery that while the Porto 
Rican Government does levy an internal 
revenue tax on bay rum and all other al- 
coholic preparations, it remits or rebates 
such tax when the goods are shipped out 
of the island, whether they are exported 
to a foreign country or merely sent to 
the mainland of the United States, This 
makes it perfectly clear that alcoholic 
preparations of all kinds may be manu- 
factured in Porto Rico and sold in the 
United States without the payment of in- 
ternal revenue tax on the spirits con- 
tained therein and that a manufacturer 
doing business in the United States can 
save the tax of $1.10 per proof gallon on 
all the ethyl alcohol he now consumes by 
establishing a laboratory in Porto Rico. 


The investigation made by the internal 
revenue officials developed the fact that 
the laws of Porto Rico governing this 
question are of recent enactment and have 
been wholly misunderstood by both the 
majority and minority in Congress, not- 
withstanding the fact that they are pat- 
terned largely on the statutes of the 
United States. Section 3 of he act of the 
Porto Rico Assembly, ‘‘to amend Chapter 
2, Title 9 of the Political Code,’’ provides 
for a tax on all the distilled spirits pro- 
duced in Porto Rico amounting to slightly 
less than that levied in the United States. 
In addition to this tax on spirits, articles 
made therefrom are also subject to a rev- 
enue tax of 5 per cent. ad valorem and bay 
rum is classed as a perfumery and there- 
fore subject to both taxes, A proviso to 
Section 3 above referred to stipulates that 
no drawback shall be allowed on tax- 
paid alcohol used in compounding any 
article mentioned in the section, and at 
first glance might be assumed to prohibit 
the repayment of such taxes under any 
conditions. This is technically true, for 
taxes once paid are not paid back again, 
as is done in the United States in the case 
of tax-paid goods offered for exportation. 
Nevertheless the Porto Rican statute pro- 
vides specifically for the exportation of all 
the articles referred to absolutely free of 
tax if manufactured under the conditions 
specified therein, and which conform 

closely to those governing bondeg manu- 


facturing warehouses in the United 
States. Section 27 of these statutes pro- 
vides as follows:— 

‘Section 27.—Articles subject to tax under the 
provisions of this act shall be exempt from 
taxation when exported from Porto Rico under 
such regulations and after the making of such 
entries and executing and filing of such bond 
as the Treasurer of Porto Rico may prescribe; 
provided, that no drawback shall be allowed on 
account of any tax already paid on any taxable 
article or component part thereof exported from 
Porto Rico.’’ 

The above section provides specifically 
for the exportation free of tax of articles 
otherwise subject to tax and in the ap- 
pended proviso makes it plain that the 
prohibition as to the payment of draw- 
back of internal revenue tax applies only 
to articles upon which the tax has al- 
ready been paid; therefore, a manufac- 
turer desiring to sell in the United States 
goods made in part of alcohol, need only 
produce them in bonded manufacturing 
warehouses in Porto Rico and ship them 
to the mainland, thus enjoying a discrim- 
ination equal to the tax paid by his com- 
petitors in this country on the alcoholic 
contents of their products, which, in near- 
ly all cases would amount to a very hand- 
some manufacturer’s profit and in some 
cases to several times the profits now ob- 
tained. 

The absolute ineffectiveness of the bill 
just recommended for passage by the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue will be 
appreciated when the scope of the ad- 
verse decisions of the courts is under- 
stood, Judge Thomas, in an _ opinion 
which has been closely followed by other 
courts which have ruled upon the issue, 
declared in effect that in order to make 
an alcoholic compound manufactured in 
Porto Rico free of internal revenue tax 
when brought to the mainland of the 
United States, it is only necessary that it 
shall not be known to the trade by any 
of the names specifically included in the 
Revised Statutes imposing spirit taxes. 
These laws embrace whiskey, brandy, 
rum, ete., but contain no reference to bay 
rum, medicinal preparations, perfumery, 
cosmetics, ete.; hence the exemption as 
tixed by the court would apply to the 
products of a very large proportion of 
the manufacturing drug and allied trades. 

It was thought that when the Treasury 
Department undertook to secure legisla- 
tion to remedy the situation resulting 
from the court, rulings referred to, a 
measure would be drawn on an entirely 
new basis and in line with one of two 
alternative propositions. If Congress 
should pass a law prohibiting the re- 
mission of internal revenue tax on any 
article shipped from the island to the 
mainland, the problem would easily be 
solved. The other plan, which has been 
the subject of some favorable considera- 
tion, involves the extension of the in- 
ternal revenue laws of the United States 
to Porto Rico and the creation of an in- 
ternal revenue district embracing the en- 
tire island, as has already been done in 
the case of Hawaii. Of course, it would 
also be competent for Congress to pass a 
law requiring the imposition of an in- 
ternal revenue tax upon any product 
brought to the mainland from Porto Riéo 
in accordance with the ascertained alco- 
colic content, but as this plan would run 
counter to the general trend of legisla- 
tion concerning Porto Rico, which aims 
to obliterate all tariff barriers, it is likely 
to find few supporters in Congress.

Linseed Oil. 

The market during the past week con- 
tinued quiet and beyond a tendency to 
fluctuate first towards a lower level and 
then to advance was void of any spe- 
cial feature. The week opened with oil 
in car lots quoted steady at 42 cents for 
State or Western, but the indisposition 
of buyers to take hold had a weakening 
effect and oil was openly quoted at 41 
cents. Seed, however, began to advance 
substantially and rapidly and before 
the close of the week had risen about 
4 cents and while demand had not im- 
proved and was confined principally to 
the usual jobbing business, crushers’ 
views rose with the cost of the raw 
material and no oil was offered under 
42 cents, at which figure the market 
closed firm. There was no movement 
reported covering deliveries over Feb- 
ruary. The consuming trade has not 
wakened up to the usual interest ex- 
pected at this time, and continues the 
same old conservative policy of buying 
in small parcels for current needs. 
Crushers, however, are not pessimistic 
and seem content to take the business 
offered as it comes without seeking ex- 
tended engagements. The course of the 
seed market at the moment is apt to 
make them careful in this respect. 
Local jobbing business was rather 
good. The weather, with the exception 
of one day, was favorable to outdoor 
painting and at times quite a brisk de- 
mand for single and 5 barrel lots was 
reported. The card prices have not 
been changed and remain upon the 
basis of 43 cents for State and Western 
and 44 cents for city oil in lots of 5 or 
more barrels. 

Liverpool cables on Friday quoted 
oil dull at 24s, 3d. London cables 
quoted Calcutta linseed April-June at 
42s. and linseed oil at 24s. 3d.

Linseed Cake and Meal. 

Cake of late has been moving more 
freely on prompt shipment orders, but 
there has been little interest shown in 
futures. The market continues firm 
with offerings comparatively light and 
prices unchanged at about $29.50@30 for 
cake and $30.50@31 for meal. 


Cottonseed Oil. 


The market has scored material ad- 
vances in all positions during the past 
week. Trading has been moderately 
active and bullish operators have not 
experienced any great difficulty in 
marking up prices. The advance has 
created considerable interest in the sit- 
uation and commission houses have 
done more business than for many 
weeks, while professional traders have 
found more profit in their in and out 
operations. The scarcity of offerings 
has been the principal feature of 
strength in the market, while low 
money rates have made it easier to 
conduct a bull movement. The leading 
refiners have lent a willing hand in the 
upward swing and if statistical condi- 
tions count for anything, the action of 
the market appears to be justified. 
Seed is being firmly held in the South, 
with prices quoted from $18@20 a ton 
and farmers not anxious to sell at 
these prices. Of course this has pre- 
vented an active movement to the 
crushers and the amount of oil in crush- 
ers’ hands is comparatively small. 
Most of the stuff on hand is under con- 
tract to the large consumers here, while 
an extensive export movement along 
this line is gradually depleting the 
available supply and consequently lit- 
tle of the real stuff is finding its way to 
the open market. About the only bad 
features about the situation is the 
weakness in lard, tallow and other 
greases, which have shown quite ma- 
terial accumulations at Western supply 
sources. Cotton has made a spirited 
advance, but as the movement is known 
to be a purely speculative one, the in- 
fluence on cottonseed oil has not been 
effective. On Thursday a concerted 
drive was made at the shorts in the 
March, May and July positions and 
some lively skyrocketing ensued. Thead-

General conditions in Georgia and Alabama 
don’t seem to have changed uuring the past 
ten days, but there has been a sironger Le.- 
dency on the part of mill men to buy seed at 
the advanced price. Considerably mo.e sup- 
plies have come out than during the previcus 
week. Trading in oil has continued on tte 
same scale, seliing an occasional tank ae tue 
milis happen to need room #r money. theve 
has been at no time any rush to take advan- 
tage of the increased prices bid for crude. 

Beyond question, the crop has been more 
eveniy marketed to this date than during any 
previous season. some few mills have decided 
not to buy the seed, believing the advame to 
be purely a speculative oue, and these milis 
have ehut down, or will do so in the immedi- 
ate future. Others are moving cauuously and 
only buying where they can be had to advan- 
tage. All told, the stocks now held are reila- 
tively light. ‘Thirty-one cents is bid to-day for 
any delivery.

Cocoanut Oils, Ete. 


Most items under this head are not 
contributors to a generally improved 
state of affairs in the oil market, but 
encouragement can be taken from 
others. Ceylon cocoanut oil has totaled 
more sales and had a more buoyant 
tendency than for many weeks past. 
Cochin was rather quiet, and, with palm 
oils, lacked feature. Olive oils were 
listless and corn somewhat stronger at 
advanced prices. Lard oils have been 
very weak and easier and other animal 
and fish products statistically un- 
changed. 

CEYLON OIL.—A number of negotia- 
tions have been entered into for spot 
Ceylon stock in the past week and sales 
claimed to aggregate 150 tons closed. 
Inquiry was in evidence to a far 
greater extent and rumors from an ap- 
parently authentic source were to the 
effect that secret buying has been in 
progress for some days. While rumors 
are usually more prolific than true, 
there have, nevertheless, been ma- 
terial indications that hint of stiffer 
prices on the spot. Sales of 25 ton 
lots were recorded at 6%c. and 6%c. 
for small consignments. London cables 
are understood to have offered 6c, for 
prompt shipment. 

COCHIN OIL.—A light business has 
passed, but the amounts taken over 
have, in bulk at least, been more sat- 
isfactory. Inquiry is better and the 
general outlook improved over the pre- 
ceding week. Stocks in local hands are 
said to not be very widely distributed, 
but free for sale at the recent figures 
of 74@8c., according to quantity and 
seller. 

CORN OIL.—Car load shipments of 
contract material are reported in good 
movement, though outside buying con- 
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tinues on a hand-to-mouth basis. The 
advance of 20c. per 100 Ibs. noted, ef- 
fected at the beginning of this week, 
has not been disturbed in the interval, 
except for intimations that $4.65 might 
be done on a liberal quantity, list quo- 
tations being $4.70@4.75. 

OLIVE OIL.—A 65c. to 68c. 
generally given on yellow arrd 
prime, but business to all accounts can- 
not be done at any reasonable price 
just at present. Soapmakers are not 
tcuching foots except under contract, 
and fail to contribute even a fair 
amount of inquiry. Considerable quan- 
tities of foots have lately entered the 
market or the stores of large consum- 
ers, and with all deference to the firm 
views maintained by some dealers re- 
garding the near future, would appear 
to be a contradictory influence. What 
price might be agreed upon for a lib- 
eral sale is difficult to state, but preva- 
lent quotations would undoubtedly be 
shaded. Figures ruling at this writing 
are 64@6%c. for deep green fancy and 
5%@6c. for ordinary. Arrivals for the 
week comprise 200 bbls. 

PALM OIL.—The curtailment among 
soap manufacturers has resulted in 
practically a dead spot market for 
palm oil, and no inquiry whatever on 
forward positions. Prices both here 
and abroad are reported unaltered. We 
submit figures extended by New York 
holders at 6@6%4c. for Lagos and 54@ 
5%c. for red. 

RAPESEED OIL.—Moderate selling is 
said to be in progress and receipts of 
raw material for manufacture indicates 
no abatement in the operations of large 
refiners. Among recent arrivals was the 
receipt last Saturday per steamer Mar- 
tello from Hull of 260 bbls. Holders on 
the spot are asking for the different 
grades the following prices:—80@838c. 
for burning in bbls., 78@80c. for blown, 
and 75@76c. for refined. 

Animal and Fish Oils. 


COD OIL.—The market for cod oil 
remains firm despite the comparatively 
slack demand experienced. There is 
apparent no disposition on the part of 
buyers to get in on the present basis 
beyond small deliveries. The contract 
movement continues in a routine way 
and offers no news features. Arrivals 
for local account for the week past 
comprise consignments per steamer 
Rosalind in from Halifax Tuesday of 
300 barrels and 200 casks. Quotations 
submitted by spot sellers are 42@44c. 
for domestic and 44@46c. for New- 
foundland. 

LARD OIL.—A true test of the mar- 
ket has hardly been possible during the 
week with conservatism still so prev- 
alent among consumers, though the 
weak position of the commodity tends 
te easier prices. The irregularity of 
quotations would make possible sales 
from 67%@70c. on primes, the same con- 
ditions applying to other grades. The 
list is given as follows:—Extra prime 
winter grade, 71@73c.; prime, 68@70c.; 
off prime, 60@62c., extra No. 1, 52@55c., 
and No. 1, 48@5lc. 

MENHADEN.—The statistical posi- 
tion of menhaden oils is unchanged, re- 
maining at the nominal figures last 
given. Southern, crude, f. 0. b. Balti- 
more, is named at 37c.; Northern, none 
offering; brown and light strained, 41 
@42c.; bleached winter, 43@44c., and 
extra bleached winter, 45@46c. The 
pressed grades are still sparingly of- 
fered for moderate to large quantities, 
but jobbing demands can be easily sup- 
plied. Crude oil is held in the Southern 
market, in a limited way, at restrictive 
prices, and Northern is said to be un- 
obtainable. 

NEATSFOOT.—There is an _ entire 
absence of important consuming de- 
mand, and practically nothing of prom- 
ise in the situation as to new business. 
The jobbing lots taken over in the local 
market have been upon a basis of 20- 
degree cold test, 80@85c.; 30-degree cold

test, 77@78c., and 40-degree cold test, 
60@65c. 

RED ELAINE.—Very little doing at 
the recent level of 42@44c. for jobbing 
parcels. Large lots would probably be 
offered at a concession, according to 
seller and quantity. ‘Tne situation is 
devoid of interest. 

SPERM OIL.—Buying sentiment is 
not without some improvement over the 
final weeks of the old year, though the 
change cannot yet be termed gratifying, 
Until mining and steel manufacturing 
interests at large become more active 
no really favorable change can be ex- 
pected. The various descriptions quote 
as follows:—59@60c, for crude, 72@74c. 
for natural winter and 75@76c. for 
bleached winter, 

WHALE OIL.—No new business of 
any moment is noted, filling of specifi- 
cations against outstanding contracts 
and light deliveries of a retail character 
comprising the movement. Prices are 
firmly sustained by the continued 
searcity, ruling as follows:—46@48c. for 
natural winter, 49@5lce. for bleached 
winter and 52@538c. for extra bleached 
winter. 

WHALEBONE.—The export demand 
has been exceptionally quiet for several 
weeks past and has resulted in no ship- 
ments from New York during the last 
seven days worthy of record. New 
Bedford also is exceedingly quiet for 
this season. Prices, however, are main- 
tained at the following figures:—$4.75 
@5 for Arctic prime, $4.25@4.50 for 
Northwest and $4@4.25 for South Sea. 

CANDLES.—The movement is of a 
more or less routine character, but gen- 
erally satisfactory considering condi- 
tions prevalent in other lines. The cur- 
rent price list is unaltered, the various 
descriptions quoting as follows:—11%@ 
i2c. for adamantine 6s, 16 0z., 74@8'%c. 
for 14 oz., and 8@10c. for paraffine 4s, 6s 
and 12s.

PARAFFINE WAX.—The conditions 
governing this market remain practi- 
cally the same as noted in late reports, 
the extent of trading still being influ- 
enced by the indifference that buyers 
generally manifest at this season of 
stock-taking, repairing and overhaul- 
ing machinery, etc. Late inquiries have 
disclosed a wider variation in prices 
for crude than has been noted, the dis- 
tinction being chiefly one of melting 
point, and quotations may be reported 
as follows: 120@122 degrees, 44@4%c.; 
122@124 and 124@126 degrees, 44%@4%c.; 
128@130 degrees, 4%@5c., the inside fig- 
ures applying to car lots. The lowest 
test is available in white and light yel- 
low grades, the two middle tests in 
white and the high test in light yellow. 
Clearances for the week aggregated 
974,320 Ibs., against 4,035,485 Ibs., as pre- 
viously reported. 

LARD.—Heavy receipts at distribut- 
ing points have influenced lower prices. 
Consumers have not been active buy- 
ers and the market has assumed a 
more quiet attitude. Regular contract 
shipments have been fairly liberal, both 
on domestic and export account, but 
there has been an absence of additional 
new buying.

Ceylon Soil Products. 
EXPORTS OF COCOANUT OIL, COPRA 


AND DESICCATED COCOANUT. 


Consul BE. A, Creevey, of Colombo, fur- 
nishes the following information concern- 
ing the leading agricultural products of 


Ceylon:— 
There are a dozen or more factories 
in Ceylon, under European and native 


proprietorship, engaged in the manufac- 
ture of desiccated cocoanut, which is 
largely used by confectioners and bakers. 
The annual output of the product is over 
20,000,000 pounds. The following state- 
ment, covering the exports of 1%6, shows 
that the United States ranks third among 
the countries to which this product was 
exported, the quantities being in pounds; 
United Kingdoin, 11,074,268; Germany, 3,- 
030,153; United States, 2,036,900; Australia, 
1,021,083; Belgium, 580,306; Netherlands, 
593,500. 

Through a chemical process which elimi- 
nates the usual cocoanut odor and taste 
cocoanut oil and copra, so it is said, are 
being converted into an edible fat for 
culinary and pastry-cook purposes and for 
the manufacture of biscuits. An Ameri- 
can first exhibited the pure-white, inodor- 
ous oil in Colombo, which received a spe- 
cial gold medal, Subsequently he was in 
the employ of the Ceylon Tea Company, 
at Negombo, where the manufacture was 
begun on a commercial scale. The process 
has been patented, and the samples ex- 


hibited and used for domestic purposes 
are said to be in advance of anything 
previously produced in Ceylon. What is 


actually being done in this connection in 
Europe is hard to discover, although 
there is reason to believe that Germans, 
and possibly others, have discovered 
means of arriving at similar results by 
new chemical processes.

Master Painters Meet at Boston. 


SEVENTEENTH ANNUAL CONVENTION OF 
THE MASSACHUSETTS STATE SOCIETY. 


About two hundred of the leading mas- 
ter house painters and decorators from the 
eastern part of Massachusetts, as well as 
from Rhode Island, Connecticut and New 
Hampshire, gathered at the American 
House, Boston, on Tuesday, Wednesday 
and Thursday of last week for the pur- 
pose of holding the seventeenth annual 
convention of the Society of Master House 


. Painters and Decorators of Massachu- 


setts, and many important technical and 
business questions came up for dis- 
cussion. Some of these had special refer- 
ence to topics that have lately been oc- 
cupying the mutual attention of the 
paint manufacturers, the master painters 
and the wholesalers and jobbers. 

The morning session of the first day was 
given up chiefly to routine business, in- 
Soeae reports of officers and commit- 
ees, 

The committee that had been appointed 
some three years ago to endeavor to ob- 
tain the enactment of a pure linseed oil 
law in Massachusetts stated that they 
had met with constant opposition. The 
Attorney General had ruled that as lin- 
seed oil was covered by the National Pure 
Food and Drug law that State legisla- 
tion was unnecessary, but it had been 


found that this law would not prevent 
the sale of adulterated linseed oil that 
was not in original packages. The com- 
mittee recommended those who wished to 
be certain of obtaining pure linseed oil to 
buy direct from crushers or dealers in 
other States and have the oil shipped to 
them in original packages, which would 
bring it under the national law. As it was 
shown that the association could not ac- 
complish anything at present in the way 
of legislation, the committee was dis- 
charged, 

A carefully prepared paper, written by 
Frank E. Howard of South Boston, and 
illustrated by diagrams, showed that the 
advance in wages during the past ten 
years had been in excess of the increased 
cost of living. The data was taken from 
government statistics relating to wage 
earners, and was an effective refutation of 
the claims made by the labor unions that 
the advance in cost of the necessaries of 
life was greater than the increase in 
wages, 

In a paper on the ‘“‘Value of Trade 
Literature to the Master’ Painter,’ 
Thomas B. Akin, of New Bedford, said:— 


‘“‘As a body we can accomplish great service 
to the various measures which come before our 
association from time to time, and just at the 
present moment the question of paint legisla- 
tion before Congress requires very careful con- 
sideration by the master painters because it

The Modern Painter, under the patronage of 
the Bureau of Promotion and Publicity of the 
Paint Manufacturere’ Association. 

“It behooves this association to be very care- 
ful in th® selection of any magazine which is 
to act as its official organ to be certain it will 
maintaih the honest position of the master 
painter.’’ 


In discussing this paper Mr. Wall called*® 
attention to the value gained by the 
master painter from a careful study 
of the advertisements in the _ trade 
periodicals. ce 

George L. Gould, president of the Na- 
tional Paint, Oil and Varnish Association 
addressed the convention, and spoke of 
the more friendly relations existing be- 
tween that organization and the master 
painters’ associations. He stated that 
as a result of the Cincinnati convention 
he had appointed a committee represent- 
ing various branches of the trade to at- 
tend the approaching New Orleans con- 
vention of the International Association 
of Master House Painters and Decorators 
on behalf of the N. P., O. and V. Asso- 
ciation. 

A large part of Wednesday morning 
was given up to the consideration of a 
paper by C. F. W. Hanson, of Boston, on 
“Denatured Alcohol Shellac.’’ He showed 
very clearly that any faults which have 
been found with this material had been 
because of the adulteration of the shellac 
gum with rosin or Manila gum, and 
were not due to the denaturing agents. 
His remarks were illustrated with 
samples and panels that he had pre- 
pared for the purpose. 

The election of officers, which was held 
at this session, resulted in the choice of 
president, Milo D. Clay, Lowell; vice- 
president, C. F. W. Hanson, Boston; sec- 
retary-treasurer, William E. Wall, Somer- 
ville. 

At the afternoon session William E. 
Wall read a paper showing the benefit 
that had accrued to the trade in the 
cities in which the international conven- 
tions have been held, by reason of these 
gatherings. : 

A portion of the afternoon was given 
up to talks by manufacturers or their 
representatives who had spaces in the 
exhibition hall. These were mostly in 
the nature of explanations of their goods. 

W. J. Sanborn, of the Howe Paint and 
Color Works, of Worcester, related some 
experiences he had had with country 
ainters in attempting to protect them 

y charging higher prices to the con- 
sumer, only to find that these painters 
had given away their discounts and 
caused trouble. : 

An exhibitor calling attention to a dis- 
pla in their booth of the _ proposed 
ishions for house painting, which were 
accompanied by a painted announcement 
that they were adopted by the Master 
House Painters’ Association of the 
United States, brought forth a number of 
protests from the members that no such 
indorsement had never been given. In 
explanation, he stated that they had only 
anticipated the action of the New Orleans 
convention, and he had received a letter 
from “the chairman of your committee”’ 
stating that these color combinations 
would be reported on favorably and un- 
doubtedly adopted. 

Secretary William E. Wall, who is also 
secretary of the International association, 
in reply to a question later in the con- 
vention stated that the latter organiza- 
tion had never appointed any committee 
to consider the questions either of 
fashions in house painting or ‘‘composite 
base paints,’’ and that whatever had been 
done was the work of a few members 
of the association acting as individuals, 
who had been invited to Atlantic City 
last June by the Paint Manufacturers’ 
Association as their guests, and had been 
asked to assist them with advice. That 
a small committee from these painters 
had afterward been in further consulta- 
tion, but that their work was in no way 
cfficially indorsed by the International 
association or even authorized by that or- 
ganization. 

W. J. Edwards, representing the Cam- 
bridge association, reported concerning 
tests of white lead, zinc white and various 
combinations of these and other white 
pigments, which they were preparing on 
a series of sample panels of clear white 
pine set in a framework. Three sets of 
these parels had been prepared, and, on 
motion, one set will be exposed to the 
weather in Cambridge, one in New Bed- 
ford and one in Fitchburg, to get differ- 
ent climatic conditions in Eastern Mas- 
sachusetts. The tests will last over a 
series of five years or more, the panels 
to be brought to each annual convention 
for inspection.

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L. J. Fasquelle, of Detroit, representing 
the Paint Manufacturers’ Association, 
was granted permission to read the paper 
on “Color Values vs. Painting Values,”’ 
which he had prepared for the Pennsyl- 
vania convention, held at Philadelphia, 
the week previous. In it he explained 
the proposed ‘‘combination base paints.’’ 
The paper was listened to eer 
but discussion of it was, on motion, laid 
on the table. 

At the morning session of Thursday a 
communication was read relating to the 
paint bill which Representative Marshall, 
of North Dakota, intends introducing in 
the present Congress, and assuring the 
association that the interests of the 
painters would be safeguarded by the 
incorporation of a guaranty clause simi- 
lar to that contained in section 9 of the 
Pure Food and Drugs act. This an- 
nouncement was received with applause. 

The balance of the session was devoted 
to a discussion of the best methods of 
painting cement surfaces, a topic that 
promises to be of special interest to 
painters, owing to the increasing use of 
cement block and concrete construction. 

At the afternoon session the convention 
became quite excited over the subject of 
ready-mixed paints, a discussion on which 
was opened by James Mouncey, of Bos- 
ton. The topic was extended to include 
the proposed ‘‘composite base paints,’’ 
which had been described by Mr. Fas- 
quelle. Mr. Mouncey condemned the ad- 
vertising that had been done by _ the 
mixed paint manufacturers, and said:— 
“The only thing the practical man knows 
is pure lead, pure linseed oil and pure 
color, It has stood the ‘test for all time.’ 
We have been bombarded with literature 
recommending mixed paints. We look 
upon it,’”’ said he, ‘‘very much as a repu- 
table practicing physician would upon 
patent medicine advertisements.’’ He read 
specimens from the advertising of differ- 
ent mixed paint manufacturers and fol- 
lowed them with analyses taken from the 
North Dakota Bulletin No. 70. ‘‘Where 
does the master painter come in?’ he 
asked, after reading one of the advertise- 
ments. He characterized the guarantees 
given by mixed paint manufacturers as 
being made with a string to them. When 
the paint cracked and went wrong, the 
houseowner got no satisfaction from the 
dealer who sold the paint, but was sim- 
ply told that the painter had not fol- 
lowed the directions. ‘“‘The ready mixed 
paint manufacturers are not sure of their 
product, but they have an idea that they 
can get some of the master painters to- 
gether and then they will put out pla- 
ecards saying that this is indorsed by the 
Master Painters’ Association. But | 
hope no indorsement of this kind will 
ever be given.” 

Thomas P. Akin, of New Bedford, said 
that in all the color tests made by the 
master painters’ associations, Winser & 
Newton's artists’ tube colors had been 
taken as the standard. These were ad- 
mittedly the finest and purest colors pos- 
sible to procure, and the only reason 
the painters did not use them was that 
they were too expensive. In all exposure 
tests, both indoors and out, the Winsor 
& Newton colors had shown themselves 
superior to any other colors, both as to 
tinting strength, durability of the straight 
color, and permanency of color tone. If 
we could obtain colors anywhere near as 
pure as these and use them in connection 
with pure lead and pure linseed oil we 
could guarantee the results. We don't 
know anything about these mixtures 
and “reinforcing pigments.” If they 
establish fashionable colors so that any 
untrained painter can buy and apply 
them, where will our skill as colorists 
come in? There is no money to the 
manufacturer to sell us lead, oil and pure 
colors, but if they can mix up some con- 
coction and dope it with inert pigments, 
then they can make a profit. 

W. J. Edwards, of Cambridge, charac- 
terized the whole thing to be an attempt 
to exploit the zine mines of the United 
States and to supplant lead by zinc. 

A number of other members took part 
in this discussion. L. J. Fasquelle had 
been invited to be present and reply on 
behalf of the Paint Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, but left before the discussion con- 
cluded. 

The following 
unanimously :— 

“It is understood by master painters generally 
that ready mixed paints are prepared for per- 
sons to use who are unable to mix those 
paints, even though possessing all the ingre- 
dients to make a satisfactory tint or tints 

“Be it Resolved, That it is the sense of the 
Society of Master Painters and Decorators of 
Massachusetts, in convention assembled, that 
we decline to indorse or in any way commit 
ourselves in commending any mixed paints. 

‘“*Resolved, That we decline to suggest or in- 
dorse any special line of tints or colors 

‘Resolved, That the secretary of this society 


resolution was adopted 
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be instructed to read and instruct the Inter- 
national Association of the action of this so- 
ciety.’’ 

Resolutions were adopted requesting the 
Executive Board to prepare a plan to 
change the society from a State organiza- 
tion to a New England society; approving 
the establishment of trade schools as a 
part of the public school system; and 
authorizing the appointment of a com- 
mittee to confer with the Paint and Oil 
Club of New England relative to the pro- 
tection of the painters in the purchase 
of materials. William E. Wall, James 
Mouncey and Frank E. Howard were 
named as the members of this committee. 

The convention concluded with the in- 
stallation of the newly elected officers, 
and the usual complimentary votes of 
thanks to those who had helped to make 
the convention a_ success. 

The social features consisted of a _ re- 
ception on Tuesday evening, a smoke 
talk on Wednesday evening and a dance 
on Thursday evening.

Nitrate Production of South America. 


Consul Alfred A. Winslow, of Valpa- 
raiso, states that from 1830 until 1907 the 
nitrate fields of Peru and Chile have pro- 
duced 36,448,327 tons of nitrate, valued at 
$1,112,728,765 United States gold. About 
two-fifths of this was produced during 
the last ten years. There has been much 
said about the exhaustion of the nitrate 
mines or beds, but from the best infor- 
mation obtainable they are good for two 
hundred or three hundred years, even 
at double the production, which is about 
2,000,000 tons per year. Fully one-half 
the production has been net profit, but a 
new process has been invented that will 
do for the nitrate business what the cya- 
nide process did for the gold production. 
Heretofore from 9 to 10 per cent. has 
been left in the waste, but with the new 
process it is claimed that there will not 
be a loss of 2 per cent. and at a less 
cost of production than by the old 
method. Even the waste or tailings can 
be worked with a great profit.

Saturday Noon, Jan. 18, 1908. 


In the foreground of developments in 
the old fields yielding the much-sought 
high grades of crude oil stands the 
record attained by several producers in 
Ritchie county, West Virginia, under 
agitation. Two responded with an in- 
creased production recorded as 750 and 
650 barrels, respectively, while another 
showed a gain to 200 barrels, but soon 
dropped back to its former output of 
175 barrels. These wells are located in 
the Bonds Creek district of Ritchie 
county, the pay being reached in the 
Keener sand. The gratifying results 
have quickened lively interest in the 
locality and further operations are be- 
ing pushed with vigor, the prospects 
being considered favorable for a pool 
of some magnitude. The deep sand ter- 
ritory of the Battelle district, Monon- 
galia county, in the same State, has 
attracted keener attention and encour- 
aging indications of oil have been dis- 
closed. Another successful completion 
has been reported in the Congo pool of 
Hancock county, being credited with a 
showing for a 50-barrel producer. Lin- 
coln county has been the scene of re- 
newed operations and the way in which 
some of the recent completions have 
sustained a creditable production is 
likely to hold interest to a keen de- 
gree. Operators have also been at- 
tracted to the possibilities of Tyler 
county in the same State, results so far 
being regarded as indicative of a forma- 
tion from which a pool may be devel- 
oped. The Clinton lime district of 
Fairfield county in southeastern Ohio 
has furnished nothing of particular in- 
terest during the interval. In the Payne 
district of Washington county a late 
completion is :eported to be sustaining 
a flow of 60 barrels a day, The aggre- 
gate results for the week in West Vir- 
ginia, Pennsylvania and southeastern 
Ohio comprise 70 completions, 18 dry 
holes and a new production of 1,148 
barrels. These figures signify a ma- 
terial decline from those of the previ- 
ous week, which showed 89 completions, 
33 dry holes and a new production of 
1,832 barrels. A feature of considerable 
interest in the northwestern Ohio end 
of the Lima field is the bringing in of 
a gusher in the deep sand stratum near 
Tffin, Seneca county, which our corre- 
spondent reports good for one thousand 
barrels a day. Another well in the 
came field maintains 250 barrels a day. 
Another good producer approximating 
200 barrels was encountered in Wooa 
county in the same State. In the In- 
diana end the most creditable achieve- 
ment was the completion of a well 
near Montpelier in Wells’ county, 
showing a production of about 125 bar- 
rels. Conditions in the Illinois field 
have not been favorable for renewed 
activity, the financial situation as well 
as the difficulty of hauling machinery 
and supplies to the leases acting as a 
decided check on operations. Our cor- 
respondent reports completions for the 
week as 62, with the new production of 
4,053 barrels, against 104 completions 
and 7,789 barrels of new production 
during the previous week. The record 
of December runs in the Illinois field, 
2,201,265 barrels, was below that of the 
previous five months, but the deliveries 


during December continued wholly dis- 
proportionate, reaching a _ total of 
4,742 barrels, and the stock at the end 
of the month was the heaviest of the 
year, 12,610,618 barrels. Interest in Ken- 
tucky operations centers in the smaller 


fields, from which favorable results 
have been obtained, Several strikes 
showing an uverage production of 75 
barrels each were reported in Wayne 


county and in Whitley county a 50-bar- 
rel well was drilled beyond defined lim- 
its, proving an extension of the pool. 


Refined and Products, 


While the improved movement in re- 
fined for domestic account has been 
well sustained during the week, export 
requirements have not been so freely 
manifested, although the aggregate for 
the interval compares favorably with 
that of the declining weeks of 1907. Our 
record of clearances for the week just 
ended involves a total of 9,862,700 gal- 
lons, while that for the previeus period 
amounted to 12,160,040 gallons. Neither 
has there been the same degree of ac- 
tivity in chartering. Engagements re- 
ported in the local market comprise 80,- 
000 cases for Sydney and (or) New- 
castle, February-March shipment, and 
9,000 barrels for January shipment to 
Gothenburg, both New York loading, 
and 150,000 cases for Japan, February- 
March shipment, from Philadelphia. 
There have been no developments re- 
garding values, unchanged quotations 
prevailing throughout. Conditions in 
the Baku field, according to mail cor- 
respondence, remain practically the 
same, and while the November prodyc- 
tion showed an apparent decrease as 
compared with that for October the fact 
that November was the shorter month 
makes the output more favorable to that 
period. Quotations for crude and the 
products remain firm and unchanged. 
A material improvement in deliveries 
has contributed a firmer tone to the 
London and Liverpool markets for 
American and Russian lamp oils, with- 
out, however, occasioning any change 
in quotations. The only variation re- 
ported in the Indian markets has been 
a slight advance in American bulk oil 
at Karachi. The general tendency is, 
however, firmer, owing to increased de- 
liveries. A slight reaction is recorded 
in American and Eastern bulk ojl at 
Shanghai. 

The interval has brought little to sug- 
gest any particular interest on the part 
of buyers in the various products. The 
automobile trade has been backward 
and the prospects do not seem especial- 
ly encouraging for early improvement. 
There is nothing, however, to in@icate 
any relaxation of the stability of values. 
The export movement in naphtha for 
the week fell back considerably, clear- 
ances aggregating 77,900 gallons, 
against 588,600 gallons, as previously 
reported.

York, 


REPRESENTATIVES OF THB ALLIED 
DRUG INTERESTS REACH A TENTA- 
TIVE AGREEMENT ON ITS VA- 
RIOUS PROVISIONS. 


At the call of President Charles L. Mc- 
Bride, of the New York Pharmaceutical 
Association, a second conference of the 
retail, jébbing and manufacturing drug 
interests was held in the Board of Trade 
rooms, this city, Friday, to consider and 
discuss suitable provisions of the pro- 
posed State pure drug law. It is the de- 
sire of the Pharmaceutical Association 
to introduce a bill embodying the fea- 
tures given on page 17 of the Reporter 
for December 2, 1907, yet without unduly 
restricting the manufacture of legitimate 
pharmaceuticals. 

At the opening of the meeting, Albert 
S. Plaut read a communication from Prof, 
H. H. Rusby, government drug expert, 
criticising the original draft of the bill. 
Prof. Rusby was of the opinion that the 
proper enforcement of the law would en- 
tail the employment of microscopists and 
other experts in addition to chemists; 
that additional standards should be rec- 
ognized; that it was inadvisable to per- 
mit the sale of low grade crude drugs 
without designating them as being of in- 
ferior quality and confining their sale to 
manufacturers; that owing to the simi- 
larity between the titles of National 
Formulary and many proprietary prep- 
arations, the legalizing of the National 
Formulary was ill advised; that a writ- 
ten guaranty should be provided for; and 
that the falsification of a preparation 
should not bring about the prohibition of 
its subsequent manufacture and sale. 

These suggestions formed the basis of 
the arguments presented by the various 
representatives to the conference. In gen- 
eral the manufacturers asked for some 
latitude in the method of preparing of- 
ficial preparations, and in the composi- 
tion of the menstruum. The jobbing trade 
was more concerned with the labeling 
and economic requirements; and the re- 
tailers were steadfast in the demand for 
adherence to the standards of strength, 
purity and quality of both the Pharma- 
copeeia and the National Formulary. That 
the Formulary is not a perfect set of 
standards was charged by the manu- 
facturers and admitted by the retailers 
who contended that its shortcomings 
could and would be rectified as recog- 
nized. 

A motion prevailed that in the sense of 
the conference the pharmacal, thera- 
peutical and economic purposes of the pro- 
posed act would best be accomplished in 
the following definitions of drugs, mis- 
branding and adulteration:— 


Subdivision 1. The term drug as used in this 
chapter shall include all medicines and prep- 
arations recognized in the United States 
Pharmacopeeia or the National Formulary, for 
internal or external use, and any substance or 
mixture of substances intended to be used for 
the cure, mitigation or prevention of disease of 
either man or other animals, and all poisons. 

Subdivision 2. A drug shall be deemed to be 
adulterated:—(a) If, when it is sold under or 
by a name recognized in the United States 
Pharmacopeeia or the National Formulary, the 
strength, quality or purity of the alkaloid, or 
alkaloids or other potent ingredient, or in- 
gredients or medicinal constituents falls below 
the standard of strength, quality or purity as 
determined by the test or formula laid down 
in the United States Pharmacope@ia or the 
formula given in the National Formulary of- 
ficial at the time of investigation. Provided 
that no crude drug defined in the United 
States Pharmacope@ia shall be deemed to be 
adulterated under this provision if the stand- 
ard of strength, quality or purity be plainly 
stated upon the bottle, box or other container 
thereof, although the standard may fall below 
that determined by the test laid down in the 
United States Pharmacopeeia; and provided 
further that the label shall also bear the 
statement that the crude drug is not of phar- 
macopeeia strength. (b) If, when sold under 
or by a name not recognized in or according 
to a formula not given in the United States 
Pharmacopeia or the National Formulary, but 
which is found in some other work or publica- 
tion on pharmacy or materia medica standard 
or used among physicians or pharmacists at 
the time of investigation, it differs in strength, 
quality or purity from the strength, quality or 
purity prescribed in such other works or pub- 
lications, (c) If its strength, quality or purity 
falls below the professed standard of strength, 
quality or purity under which it is sold. (d) 
If it contain methyl or wood alcohol. 

Subdivision 3. A drug shall be deemed to be 
misbranded:—(a) If the package or label 
thereof shall bear any statement, design or 
device which shall be false or misleading in 
any particular regarding the drug or the in- 
gredients or substances contained therein or 
as to the State, Territory or country in which 
it is manufactured or produced, (b) If it be an 
imitation of or offered for sale under the 
name of another substance. (c) If the con- 
tents of the package as originally put up shall 
have been removed in whole or in part and 
other contents shall have been placed in such 
package. (d) If the package fail to bear a 
statement on the label of the percentage by 
volume of alcohol and the quantity or propor- 
tion of morphine, opium, heroine, chloroform, 
cannabis indica, chloral hydrate, or acetanilide, 
er any derivative or preparation of any such 
substances contained therein. Such informa- 
tion shall be stamped or printed in type easily 
to be read and so displayed as to be conspic- 
uous, of a size not smaller than that known 
as eight point (brevier) capitals. Provided, 
that in case the size of package will not per- 
mit the use of said type the said size of type 
may be reduced proportionately. Where al- 
cohol is used as a solvent or preservative, or 
for any other purpose, it is to be deemed as 
contained in the drug within the meaning of 
this article, and the drugs above mentioned or 
specified shall be described by their common 
or English names. Provided, that nothing in 
this paragraph shall be construed to apply to 
the making up and pensing of “drugs on a 
written prescription by a_ legally authorized 
and registered physician, dentist or veterina- 
rian, said prescription to be kept on file by 
the dispensing pharmacist, nor to drugs recog- 
nized in the United States Pharmacopeeia or 
the National Formulary, which are in accord- 
ance therewith, and sold under the names by 
which they are recognized therein and not 
sold under a proprietary name or trade-mark.

CONTINUANCE OF HEARING IN SUIT TO 
DISSOLVE THE NEW JERSEY COR.

Hearings in the case of the Government 
vs. the Standard Oil Company before 
Special Examiner Franklin Ferriss were 
resumed last Wednesday in room 508 of 
the Custom House. 

Frank B. Kellogg and Charles B.

and Douglas Campbell appeared for the 
company. 

William Walter 
the Pure Oil Company 
was recalled to the stand. He identified 
a statement furnished by his company, 
giving the receipts of crude and refined 
oils in the years between 1900 and 1906. 

The witness admitted under cross ex- 
amination that he was formerly a mem- 
ber of a secret order of oil producers 
formed in 1887 to limit the production and 
raise the price of crude oil. The mem- 
bers of the association as individuals, ac- 
cording to the testimony, stored the crude 
oil because the association as a body had 
no facilities for so doing. His company, 
he said, had expanded under competition 
of the Standard Oil Company. He testi-

transported in 1901, 1,321,572 barrels, and in 
1906 2,771,384 barrels. 

Further testimony brought out the fact 
that the Pure Oil Company of Philadel- 
phia increased its capitalization in July, 
1900, to $10,000,000, and exchanged its stock 
for almost all the stock of the Pro- 
ducers Oil Company, Ltd., the Producers 
& Refiners Oil Co., Ltd., the Columbia Oil 
Company, and 52 per cent. of the United 
States Pipe Line Company, and that the 
Pure Oil Company’s voting trust of fif- 
teen members to whom 50 per cent. of all 
the stock was assigned was continued and 
will run to 1915. Since 1990 the Pure Oil 
Company has built a refinery at Marcus 
Hook and extended its pipe line through 
Pine Grove, Va., to southern Ohio, a dis- 
tance of 132 miles, and also a line from 
Pine Grove to Marcus Hook.

Mr. Steinbrenner said that the Galena 
company employed 49 traveling experts 
and that some of them solicited business 
in a small way. It had solicitors and 
salesmen. The reason, he testified, that 
he refused to tell where the Galena com- 
pany bought its raw materials to con- 
vert into lubricating oil, was because by 
so doing he might divulge the company’s 
formula.

Chicago FertiMzer Market. 
Chicago, Jan. 15, 1908. 


A dull, draggy, tedious, uninteresting trade. 
This is the way the sellers put the conditions 
in the fertilizer market at the present time, 
and they have not then exhausted all the ad- 
jectives which go to exprese lethargy, and an 
aspect in the trade altogether undesirable from 
the standpoint not only of the seller, but of 
the buyer as well. The demand for materials 
is not one whit better than it was last week, 
and then it was as bad as the trade could 
possibly imagine it. While there has been a 
tendency in some branches of commercial life 
toward a better tone, the fertilizer market 
seems to have stood still. Contracts are al- 
most out of the question, and practically noth- 
ing is being done in sales of spot stuff. That 
the trade needs a tonic is admitted, but where 
the tonic is to be found or how it is to be ad 
ministered is a question that remains unan 
swered. The prices that are quoted, on prac- 
tically every grade and class of stuff, are lit- 
tle more than nominal. 

DRIED BLOOD.—There is no demand. The 
market is lifeless. Packers have some ac- 
cumulations of stuff, and might shade prices 
to induce selling, but it does not appear that 
the price is what is causing the dullness. The 
buyers are etill suffering from the lack of 
money, though every day brings promise of 
improvement. Blood is quoted $2.40, Chicaco. 

TANKAGE.—If there were any large con 
tracts made this week they were kept under 
eover, and the market is dull almost to the 
point of being inert. There is a fair supply 
of stuff. the accumulation of the weeks of 
dullness which have visited the entire trade. 
A little spot stuff is being sold, but this con- 
stitutes the business. Prices are as follows:—

PETROLEUM MARKET.

at 68 cents. The Texas Company has not 
altered its quotations since November 19, when 
it posted 79 cents for Sour Lake, 77 cents for 
Humble, 75 cents for Saratoga and 74 cents 
for Louisiana oil. This company does not buy 
Batson, Spindletop or Dayton crude. 

Most of the producers are unwilling to admit 
that there is justification for the present mar- 
ket. On the other hand, the pipe line com- 
panies point to the fact that Oklahoma crude 
may be bought for 26 cents a barrel, and that 
the freight rate to Texas points is only a frac- 
tion over 46 cents. They contend that an 
equalization between Oklahoma and South 
Texas crude is inevitable. Also, they direct 
attention to the surplus of Gulf crude, which 
has been accumulated every month since Sep- 
tember last, and to the slow demand for fuel 
oil. Through their affiliated companies the 
pipe lines produced more than a third of the 
oil obtained in the Gulf fields. This must 
find a market with that of the individual pro- 
ducers. 

As a consequence, it is pointed out that a 
reduction in the price of oil affects the pur- 
chasing companies, on account of their own 
production, as much proportionately as it does 
the producers themselves. 

In order to formally discuss the situation, the 
Oil Producers’ Association met at the office 
of I, B. Bordages, in Beaumont, on December 
21. Some expressed the opinion that in the 
absence of production in large quantities in 
new territory they should hold out for 80 cents 
on contracts. Others thought 75 cents as a 
permanent price would be right. The argu- 
ment for 80-cent oil was based on the observa- 
tion that statistics showed that up to this 
price fuel consumers generally would buy oil 
in preference to coal, but that after 80 cents 
had been passed many returned to the use of 
coal. Shipments of Gulf Coast crude have de- 
clined in a year from an average of 60,000 
barrels a day to about 36,000 barrels a day. 
A year ago contracts for six months were 
being made by producers at 75 cents, and oil 
was selling in cars at from 75 to 85 cents. 
Various projects for marketing oil independent 
of the pipe line companies were broached by 
the producers, one being a proposition to sell 
direct to the Southern Pacific and Santa Fe 
railroads. It was stated that 80 cents could 
be obtained on a year’s contract from these 
railroads. In this connection it was mentioned 
that Walter Fondren, Clint Wood, John O'Neil 
and others were working on a scheme to take 
over the lines of the Commercial Oil Company 
at Humble, and it was suggested that this 
would afford an outlet for Humble oil. It was 
also stated that the Commercial Company’s six- 
inch line from Batson to Saratoga could be 
secured, and that this would give the Batson 
producers a means of selling their oil to the 
Santa Fe or other purchasers. Nothing definite 
was done as to these propositions. It was the 
sense of those present, however, that some 
plan, looking to the marketing of oil direct to 
the consumer, should be worked out. The pro- 
ducers met again on January 3 and went over 
the situation. It was made known that the 
Gulf Pipe Line Company had offered 65 cents 
for oil in all South Texas districts, excepting 
Spindletop, on thirty-day contracts, or 68 to 
70 cents on credit balances, according to the 
prices posted, and that the same company was 
offering 70 cents for Spindletop contracts ex- 
tending over a period of thirty days. The 
Texas Company was said to be out of the 
market, so far as contracts are concerned, and 
the Sun Company was reported to be depending 
on credit balance purchases to fill its require- 
ments. So far as can be learned, no contracts 
have been made. The producers went over the 
situation in detail, but if any action was taken 
by them the fact was not revealed. With the 
pipe lines it seems to be a sort of waiting 
proposition. The producers, after enjoying a 
year of unprecedented high prices, appear to be 
entering upon a season of uncertainty. The 
suggestion that the market for Gulf crude may 
settle around 60 cents is distasteful, but it 
looks as if this is what is coming.

The Texas Company’s Pipe Line 
About Completed. 


Beaumont, Tex., Jan. 6, 1908. 


The Texas Company on December 17 posted 
a rate of 30 cents a barrel for the transporta- 
tion of crude petroleum from the Glenn pool 
to Corsicana, Tex., the first main line on its 
eight-inch line south of Dallas. The rate was 
made effective December 25. A rate of 25 
cents @ barrel from the Glenn pool to West 
Dallas and Eleanor was put into effect by this 
company on September 1, 1907. Eleanor is on 
the Santa Fe Railroad, about nine miles south 
of Dallas. The Texas line crosses the railroad 
at this point and loading racks have been 
erected for the shipment of oil. For several 
months, pending the completion of its line, 
The Texas Company has been delivering 
Glenn crude to tank cars at Eleanor. The oll 
is taken to Saratoga in train loads and there 
reshipped by pipe line to oterage stations south 
of Beaumont. Corsicana is fifty-efght miles 
from West Dallas by way of the Texas 
Company's line. The regulations published in 
connection with the filing of the first inter- 
state tariff by the Texas Company, last Aug- 
ust, apply in the case of the new rate. The 
genet charge at the receiving end of the 
line is fixed @ 12% to 20 cents, according to 
distance from the receiving station. The trans- 
portation charge covers delivery into cars or 
storage at destination. If other delivery is 
desired an extra charge proportionate to the 
service rendered must be paid, in no case to 
be less than 2% cents a barrel. The Texas 
Company has been pumping Glenn crude to 
Corsicana for more than a month. 

Bad weather and delays in receiving pipe 
have prevented the completion of the Texas 
Company's line to Humble. There is a small 
gap beween Humble and Bobbin, which re- 
mains to be filled in. The work will be fin- 
ished not later than the middle of this week. 
The pipe laying crews will be transferred im- 
mediately to Sour Lake, where they will start 
construction of a second six-inch line for the 
Texas Company between that point and Garrl- 
son station, southeast of Spindletop, a dis- 
tance of twenty-two miles. Pipe for this new 
line is already being received. A second line 
will be necessary when Glenn crude begins 
moving through to Sour Lake. The present 
six-inch line probably will be used entirely for 
the heavier grades of crude of the Sour Lake 
and Saratoga districts, principally the former. 
The distance from Garrison to the docks at 
Port Arthur is fifteen miles. There is a six- 
inch line from Garrison to Port Arthur and 
another six-inch line from Garrison to Neder- 
land, eight miles south of Garrison. The 
Texas Company has a tank farm at Nederland.

Conditions in the Illinois Field Re- 
tard Developments, 


Marshall, Ill., Jan. 16, 1908. 

4 review of operations in the petroleum fields 
of Tilinois, shows an inactive week so far as 
development goes, but the majority of the 
wells were ones that average up well after 
they get their oi] into the pipe line. One great 
drawback at the present time is the muddy 
eondition of the country, as the roads in this 
section are in such a bad state that material 
cannot be moved to the leases. Even if the 
road conditions were better, but little extra 
work would be done, as the money conditions 
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have not brightened to any extent, and the 
average oil man is pushed for cash, although 
he has plenty of property to back him. Drilling 
during the cold winter months is much more 
expensive than during the warmer season of 
the year, as the fuel proposition and water 
are the two main things that face the average 
oil operator in this corn belt country. The 
coming summer will see the oil men branching 
out, as the present territory is about defined, 
and all that is left is the inside drilling, with 
the exception of a few spots that must be 
tested as yet to make the field from north to 
soufh a continuous one, The intervening space 
covers but a few miles, and when that is con- 
nected it will make an oil field of about 
sixty-five miles in length, and from one to 
fifteen miles in width. The width of the ter- 
ritory varies considerable, which indicates that 
the field runs in streams like the river beds 
of the country, in some place wide and others 
very narrqsyv. 

This vast strip of territory has proven very 
productive, as the figures of the production for 
1907 show. The actual production for the year 
was only a few barrels short of 25,000,000 
barrels—more than double that of Ohio and 
Indiana for the year. 

The production would be much above that 
amount had the pipe lines been able to handle 
all the production, but those figures represent 
the quantity of oil handled by pipe lines and 
tank cars from the field. Jt is roundly esti- 
mated that wooden and iron tankage on the 
various leases still hold several million barrels 
not yet run by the pipe lines, and it is this 
kind of production that makes the field look 
much rmore of a producer than it really is. 
When the wells become strippers is the time 
that the owners make their best money from 
them, for then they will nurse their production, 
while now they are getting gushers and are 
very careless with the output. Such has been 
the history of all fields before Illinois, and 
history in this industry seldom changes. When 
the Illinois field first commenced to show that 
it would make a field worth the while of look- 
ing after the Eastern oil man that had been 
pumping his small strippers for years back 
made a raid upon the Illinois field, and always 
had the ready cash to get in at any point 
where money was needed, while the oil man 
who was drilling a test well and then dispos- 
ing of his holdings found himself up against 
men who could show the cash for what was 
wanted, and it all came from the small 
stripper. 

The runs from the wells of the Illinois field 
for the first twelve days of the month amount 
to 694,994 barrels, an average of 63,189 barrels 
a day, while the total deliveries for the same 
period were but 2,392 barrels, an average of 
less than 200 barrels a day, the large amount 
of 692,602 barrels going into storage with no 
market. This means close to two of the big 
iron storage tanks a day to handle the surplus 
oil. The last week’s development work was 
rather light, there being only sixty-two wells 
drilled, of which four were dry holes or gas 
wells, the balance showing a new production 
of 4,053 barrels distributed by counties as fol- 
lows:—Crawford, 32 wells, 1 dry, 2,215 barrels; 
Clark, 13 wells, 3 dry, 208 barrels; Lawrence, 
16 wells, 1,550 barrels, and Cumberland, 1 well 
and a new production of 80 barrels.

Gushers in the Lima Field. 
Lima, O., Jan. 16, 1908. 


A review of operations in the Lima petroleum 
fields, including northwestern Ohio and In- 
diana, for the week shows the completion of a 
most phenomenal gusher in the deep sand field 
near Tiffin, in Seneca county, in the northwest- 
ern Ohio end. This well surprised the average 
prominent oil man by coming in at a thousand 
barrels a day, making the second big gusher 
on the same lease, and another well in the 
same field maintains a production of 250 bar- 
rels a day. Such wells as those attract atten- 
tion far and wide, and there is no reason why 
the field should not experience a boom, although 
it is known to be one that resembles much a 
checker board. Outside of the Tiffin develop- 
ment a gusher good for close to 200 barrels 
was opened up in Wood county, a few miles to 
the south of Bowling Green, and outside of 
these wells but little interest is manifested, as 
many of the oil men are taking life easy this 
winter. In the Indiana end of the field about 
the only attractive well was one near Mont- 
pelier, located in Wells county, that shows a 
production of about 125 barrels. The combined 
production of the two States for the first 12 
days of the month was 304,398 barrels, a daily 
average of 27,673 barrels. The deliveries for 
the same period were 356,562 barrels, an aver- 
age of 29,713 barrels. This indicates a de- 
cline in stocks of 61,803 barrels. The runs from 
the Ohio wells were 215,463 barrels, and the 
deliveries 131,412 barrels. The Indiana figures 
were runs of 88,935 barrels and deliveries of 
225,150 barrels. 

The week's work in the two fields shows that 
37 wells were completed, 6 dry holes and a new 
production of 1,938 barrels. In northwestern 
Ohio there were 19 wells, 4 dry and 1,466 bar- 
rels, by counties as follows:—Wood, 6 wells, 1 
dry, 197 barrels; Allen, 1 well, 30 barrels; San- 
dusky, 5 wells, 54 barrels; Seneca, 4 wells, 2 
dry, 1,150 barrels; Wyandot, 1 well, dry, and 
Ottawa, 2 wells and 35 barrels production. In 
Indiana there were 18 wells, 2 dry and 472 
barrels production as follows, by counties:— 
Wells, 5 wells, 187 barrels; Jay, 5 wells, 170 
barrels; Grant, 6 wells, 3 dry, 50 barrels; 
Delaware, 1 well, 25 barrels, and Gibson, 1 
well and a new production of 30 barrels.

Russian Petroleum Market, 


Although there is no change in the position 
at Baku and there is an absence of strikes, the 
November production shows but little increase 
over the previous month. The total production 
of the Baku fields is reported as 38,320,603 
poods, so that there is an apparent decrease as 
compared with that for October, which was 
39,025,589 poods. When, however, an allow- 
ance is made for the fact that November is 
the shorter month, it will be seen that there 
is a comparative increase of about 553,903 
poods. Compared with September (the last 
previous month of thirty days) there is a 
somewhat larger increase, namely, 1,632,430 
poods. This increase over the last two months, 
although small enough in itself, is a welcome 
sign when it is remembered that the stocks 
at Baku are low. and, in conjunction with the 
closing of the navigation of the Volga, should 
result in larger stocks at Batoum. Of the total 
production for November only a very small 
quantity, namely, 239,700 poods, was obtained 
from fountains, and of this the Balakhani fields 
provided 203,700 poods, the Bibi-Eybat contrib- 
uting only 36,000 poods. The rest of the pro- 
duction was the result of bailing. The Bibi- 
Eybat fields contributed toward the total pro- 
duction for November 10,163,243 poods. 

The quotations for crude petroleum and its 
products have not changed during the week, 
and the market generally remains firm. The 
quotation for crude petroleum for prompt de- 
livery is 25 copecks per pood, while for for- 
ward delivery it is 27 copecks per pood at 
Baku. Residuals are quoted at 25% copecks 
per pood for prompt delivery at Baku. Kero- 
sene for prompt delivery is 34% copecks per 
pood free on rail Baku, and for forward de- 
livery 35 copecks per pood. The quotation for 
kerosene f. 0. b. vessel on the Caspian Sea is 
34% copecks per pood.

Beans. 

Developments in the vanilla bean 
situation have not been of a character 
to dispel the waiting disposition on the 
part of local dealers. A certain degree 
of skepticism is manifested as to the 
sincerity of the recent reports indicat- 
ing a shortage of twenty-five to thirty- 
thirty-three per cent. in the Mexican 
crop, similar advices during recent 
years being proved to have little more 
to support them than the eagerness to 
realize at more favorable terms. The 
trade here is more than content to 
await further progress of the crop be- 
fore attaching any particular signifi- 
cance to the reports of a_ reduced 
yield. The Bourbon situation is rather 
listless, so far as American buying in- 
terest is concerned, and primary hold- 
ers manifest more uneasiness at the 
long cessation of orders from this side. 
The tone of some late advices is more 
suggestive of a “Come and see me” 
sentiment. In the local distributing 
trade reports of an improving consum- 
ing trade have been general, values be- 


ing well maintained for Mexican and 
Bourbon beans. 

A late arrival of Para tonka beans 
comes to a dealer who controls the 


bulk of available supplies and is held 
at 25@30c., as to grade. The Angostura 
variety shows no departure from the 
basis of 80@85c., as to quantity. 


Berries. 


Continued firmness is the dominating 
factor in the market for cubebs, al- 
though dealers’ views as to values show 
the same wide margin. The demand is 
chiefly of a jobbing character. The 
limited extent of available stocks is 
evinced by advices from London re- 
porting supplies there on December 31 
last as 193 bags, against 538 and 438 
bags for the same day in 1906 and 1905, 
respectively. The liberal stocks and 
backward demand for juniper berries 
have occasioned a slightly lower range 
at 3@8'c., as to dealer and quantity. 
We have the following report from our 
correspondent :— 


Leghorn, Dec. 28, 1907. 
Juniper Berries.—Germany having charged a 
duty of 4 marks per 100 kilos on this article 


from the beginning of the current year the 
demand has completely ceased, and prices are 
weak to such an extent that important stocks 
lay yet in the interior as well as in our place. 

A late inquiry for sloe 
vealed light supplies, with some hold- 
ers unwilling sellers below 18c. It was 
found, however, that 15c. could be done. 


Essential Oils. 


Producers of the Messina essences are 
reported to be generally well fortified 
against the influence of a_ practical 
abatement of the American demand, 
last season's condition having been un- 
usually favorable to them. There is, 
however, an occasional manifestation 
of eagerness to move lemon oil, the 
holdover supplies of which are said to 
be liberal in Messina. It is the ac- 
cumulation of old stocks on spot that 
explains the indifference of dealers to 
consider engagements of the new 
crop. Supplies of bergamot are com- 
paratively light in this market.

The genera] opinion 
here is that if the demand after the holidays 
is at all brisk the market will go up, and it is 
only time which can verify this. 

Spearmint continues to attract favor- 
able attention, and a flurry of buying 
interest has been stimulated among 
local dealers, apparently in anticipation 
that the exploitation of the oil as a 
chewing gum flavor will occasion a 
movement that it will be difficult to 
satisfy, owing to the limited produc- 
tion. Sales have been reported at $2.35 
and some holders are firm at $2.50, 

Arrivals of oils from Hong Kong have 
aggregated 280 cases, but whether the 
bulk of the goods consists of anise or 
cassia cannot be determined at this 
writing. This is an easier market for 
cassia with this arrival, which is be- 
lieved to relieve the lately prevailing 
shortage, $1.45, and possibly less, being 
acceptable for 75@80 per cent. Anise 
shows no departure from the $1.15@1.20 
basis. 

The spice market continues to exert 
a depressing influence on the oil, and 
quotations are lower at 75@77%c. for 
cans and 77%@80c. for bottles. 

Citronella remains easy in sympathy 
with the primary situation and 27c. is 
said to be acceptable for drums. 

There is no appreciable relaxation of 
the firmness of cubeb oil, the range of 
quotations being maintained at $1.60@ 
io, 

While wormseed oil is still quoted at 
$2.25@2.50, it is intimated that conces- 
sions are available. 

Reports indicate generally low stocks 
of tansy and we find $4.50@4.75 the pre- 
vailing range. 

Flowers. 


Calendula flowers are held with un- 
abated firmness, sales of choice new 
goods being reported at  55c. Some 


sellers ask up to 65c. 

Continued dullness characterizes the 
market for Roman chamomiles and 
while quotations are unchanged, little 
significance is attached to them. Hun- 
garian flowers seem steady at 16@18c. 

Valencia saffron remains with the 
same range of quotations, $8@9, as to 


quality and seller, the market com- 
manding generally confident regard. 
American saffron is flat and entirely 


nominal. 

Violet flowers are very firm, 75@95c. 
being named, and importations from 
primary quarters are reported to be 
considerably below orders. 


Gums, 


The unsettled condition of the market 
for Curacao aloes in boxes has been 
emphasized by the rather unexpected 
arrival of 210 packages. In one aggres- 
sive quarter the quotation for single 
boxes has been lowered to 7c., but none 
of the other dealers seems to have met 
the cut. It was claimed that a round 
lot had been sold for export on a basis 
much more favorable to the seller. 

The market for the cheaper grades 
of arabic sorts shows a greater degree 
of irregularity, quotations for the amber 
qualities covering a range of 84@9c., 
as to holder. The lower figures are 
said to have been induced by the fore- 
shadowing of the new crop, available 
for February shipment, and the slow- 
ness of the demand of late. On the 
other hand, it is stated that cabled bids 
below the level of primary holders have 
failed to influence more advantageous 
terms. Values for the more desirable 
qualities are more steadily maintained, 
the range extending to l4c. for choice 
white. London stocks of all descrip- 
tions on December 31 last aggregated 
6,813 packages against 7,901 and 6,426 
packages on the corresponding day in 
1906 and 1905, respectively. 

The only item to distinguish the cam- 


phor situation is the receipt of advices 


reporting a substantial improvement 
in Chinese crude abroad, with the 
tendency still upward. Japan refined 
is also reported firmer at 2s. 5d. for 
blocks and 2s. 644d. for ounces. Stocks 
abroad were said to be decidedly low 
and strongly concentrated. On spot the 
market is still irregular at 68@70c. for 
barrels and 69@7l1c. for cases. 

Chicle is receiving better attention on 
the part of consumers, and the market 
reflects a firmer tendency. Car lots are 
now quoted at 37@38c., with the range 
for jobbing lots maintained to 45c. 


Herbs and Leaves, 


Dealers regard the outlook favorable 
for a maintenance of prevailing values 
for short buchu in consequence of the 
stimulating advices from Cape Town. 
According to one report, all direct ship- 
ments here of the new crop were of 
inferior quality, the choicer descriptions 
having been secured for London, where 
lld. is said to have been realized. 

The market for henbane has con- 
tinued to receive good support from 
buyers, sales being reported during the 
week at 84%@9c. 

Advices from Leghorn are to the ef- 
fect that the new crop of laurel leaves 
will be available by about the middle 
of the current month, but the indica- 
tions are not favorable for a good qual- 
ity, the weather for drying the leaves 
having been unpropitious. 


Roots. 


A late test of the golden seal market 
in the country has disclosed rather a 
surprising degree of firmness. Out of 
200 inquiries made by a local house, 
replies were received from twenty-two 
holders, whose aggregate of offers was 
said to be less than two tons, for which 
the prevailing view was $1.80 f. 0. b. 
On the strength of these reports, the 
dealer maintained an advance to $1.88, 
but $1.85 was said to be available. 

Recent primary advices have impart- 
ed brighter prospects for German dan- 
delion in some quarters, severe frosts 
having been reported in the growing 
districts and inducing the withdrawal 
of the cheaper offers for shipment. On 
the other hand, one dealer has charac- 
terized the local market as a frost, and 
there have been intimations that sellers 
were willing to grant concessions. 

The market for belladonna has shown 
a rallying tendency, especially for the 
higher testing descriptions, for the lim- 
ited supplies of which there has been 
a good demand. The prevailing range 
for these grades is 18@20c. : 

The recent improvement in the call 
for Jamaica ginger has been well main- 
tained over the week. One dealer re- 
ports sales of greater proportions dur- 
ing the last thirty days than for the 
previous three months. 

The recent inactivity in Western 
senega has occasioned a more irregular 
market, down to 46c. being reported 
as acceptable. In a recent warehouse 
fire eighty bales of the root are said to 
have been destroyed.

DIRECT TRADE ADVISED IN COTTON- 
SEED PRODUCTS AND LARD. 


Consul F. 8S. S. Johnson, of Bergen, 
calls attention to the indirect sales of 
cottonseed oil and neutral and compound 
lard from America to factories at that 
Norwegian city by European commission 
houses, suggesting the doing away of the 
middleman and of transacting business di- 
rect with the local importers. He 
writes:— 

For the purpose of bringing exporters and 
manufacturers of the United States into direct 
communication with consumers of certain ar- 
ticles employed in the making of butterine, I 
attach the names of the factories at Bergen 
using cottonseed oil, neutral lard and lard com- 
pound. Orders for these goods are now made 
through European commission houses whose 
charges for making sales are added to the cost 
of these goods. 

Recently 1,200 barrels of fine cottonseed oil, 
also a like quantity of neutral and compound 
lards, were landed at this port. A market has 
thus been created at Bergen for these goods 
and the demand is on the increase. There is 
no reason for the employment of a middleman 
when business could be done direct with the 
consumers and orders sent direct to our man- 
ufacturers and exporters. The names of the 
factories at Bergen are:—Smorfabriken Bjorg- 
vin, Smorfabriken Flora af 1903, Smorfabriken

The arrivals of cottonseed cake at Antwerp 
since October 1 aggregated 18,930 sacks, the es- 
timated weight of which is 1,135,800 kilos. 
For the past twelve or eighteen months the 
stocks of oil in this market have not been 
large, but I am informed that on account of 
the low prices of cottonseed oil the stocks of 
other competing oils are likely to increase from 
this time forward, as cottonseed oil is pre- 
ferred by soapmakers when prices are on a 
purity. The stocks of linseed in Belgium 
are estimated by reliable firms at Anwerp to be 
between 150,000 and 175,000 metric tons.

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


Industrial conditions have tended to- 
ward improvement during the past 
week, although the general situation is 
far from being on a normal basis, New 
orders are being booked for spring de- 
liveries in various kinds of merchan- 
dise and consumers are gradually 
showing a disposition to cover require- 
ments over the year. Improvement is 
also noted in spot purchases and trans- 
actions are considerably larger than 
they were a few weeks ago. Credit is 
being extended more freely in the 
money market and the financial situa- 
tion is rapidly developing into a nor- 
mal condition. The reduction of the 
Bank of England’s discount rate on 
Thursday was another sign of the re- 
turn to easy money, which all observers 
of the world’s markets have expected. 
The metal market has showed signs of 
firming up and, although no materially 
higher prices have been scored, it is at 
least encouraging to see a small ad- 
vance sustained in some of the most im- 
portant metals. In the branches of 
trade represented by the Reporter 
the demand for drugs and chemicals 
has shown” gradual improvement. 
Paints and dyestuffs have been in sea- 
sonable request, while the demand for 
turpentine and cottonseed oil has shown 
material improvement and values have 
made rapid advances. Sentiment, as a 
whole, is hopeful and it is difficult to 
take any other view of the situation, 
owing to the fact that conditions that 
were instrumental in bringing about 
the recent depression are now swiftly 
being eleminated, and trade is settling 
on a basis of actual supply and de- 
mand, 

The market for time money has ruled 
easier. Rates at the close of the week 
were 5% per cent. for 90 days and 5% 
per cent. for six months. Money on 
call at the Stock Exchange ranged from 
21%4@6 per cent., the closing rate on Fri- 
day was 2% per cent. Mercantile paper 
has been offered more freely. Rates 
at the close were 6@7 per cent. for four 
to six months’ bills receivable; 6@7 per 
cent. for choice single names and 6@7 
per cent. for other grades. Bar silver 
closed Friday at 55%c. Mexican dollars 
closed at 44c. bid. and 52c, asked. The 
market for sterling exchange has 
ranged higher, closing steady on Fri- 
day. Rates for actual business at the 
close were 4.8640@4.8645 for demand. 
Cables 4.8710@4.8715. Commercial bills 
were 4.81@4.82. 

Trading in the securities market has 
been active, and the range in general 
has been higher. During the latter part 
of the week profit taking combined 
with bearish operations caused values 
to decline from their highest points, 
but in most cases issues show gains. 

The American Agricultural Chemical 
Company affords a sharp contrast with 
other manufacturing companies in its 
collections during the tight money 
period. It is understood there was not 
a month during 1907 when collections 
did not show an increase over 1906. 
The company sells to farmers, and 
farmers have been long of cash and 
willing to promptly meet bills at ma- 
turity. 

Refusal of the banks to extend fur- 
ther accommodations to a prominent 
Stock Exchange trader who recently 
has been buying heavily of American 
Smelting and the calling of loans al- 
ready made to this operator by these 
institutions caused a sudden halt in the 
purchasing of that stock. When large 
blocks of Smelters were thrown upon 
the market without finding any buyer, 
the price naturally crumbled. The in- 
ability of the former purchaser to take 
more at prevailing figures was the sole 
cause of the decline in this stock, 

The Pittsburgh Lead and Zinc Com- 
pany will hold a special stockholders’ 
meeting January 21 at Augusta, Me., to 
consider the directors’ plans for re- 
habilitation of the company, including 
an increase in capital, 

Corn Products Refining stock has 
been in fair demand and the market 
has shown more activity than for many 
weeks. Quotations have been gradual- 
ly working higher, the range extending 
from 135%@14%. 

At the annual meeting of the stock- 
holders of the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey the retiring directors 
were re-elected. 

The movement in agricultural sta- 
ples has been irregular. Wheat has 
sold materially lower on bearish pres- 
sure and prompt taking by longs. Corn 
has ruled higher, while cotton has made 
spirited advances on heavy speculative 
buying. The range for May wheat was 
from $1.10%@1.12 7-16, closing Friday at 
$1.12%. May corn ranged from 68%@ 
703ec., closing Friday at 70%c. May cot- 
ton ranged from 10.87@11.76c., closing 
Friday at 11.65c. Oats ranged from 
53@53%4c., closing Friday at 53c. 


D. Steengrafe, of this city, has is- 
sued an interesting chart showing the 
range of carnauba wax prices for the 
last seven years. During the early 
months of 1907 No. 1 grade fell from 
42l6c, to 36c. in April, but recovered to 
40%c. by May, since which time its de- 
cline was steady, closing at 32c. The 
north country grade reached its high 
point at 38%c. in January, declining to 
22c. in December. The total arrivals 
here and in Boston in 1907 are placed 
at 12,152 bags, against 12,130 bags dur- 
ing 1906. 


OIL PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER 


Turpentine from Waste W ood. 


(Paper Read Before Society of Chemical 
dustry by J. E. Teeple, Ph. D.) 


The name turpentine is stated to be of 
Persian origin and was probably first ap- 
plied to the resinous exudation [rom some 
member of the sumac family. it is now 
confined to the resinous exudation of the 
coniter family, more particularly those of 
the genus Pinus, the pine proper. During 
recent years efforts have been made by 
interested parties, and particularly by 
some of the state legislatures, notably 
those of Georgia and New York, to re- 
strict the name _ turpentine and _. oil 
(spirit) of turpentine to the resins and 
their distillates coming from _ the live 
tree as opposed to distillates of resins 
from waste wood, But this atlempt has 
not met with general approval. 

What may be called the old process oil 
of turpentine or gum spirits of turpentine, 
is derived mainly trom’ southwestern 
France, northwestern Russia, and south- 
ern United States. In the United States 
the most productive tree is Pinus palus- 
tris, or long leaf pine, although the Cu- 
ban loblolly pine, and in many cases, even 
the short leaf pine give paying yields, In 
France, the pinus maritima, and in Rus- 
sia, the pinus sylvestris, are the trees 
most commonly worked. The well known 
procedure in the United States is to pre- 
pare the tree by ‘‘boxing,’’ i. e., cutting a 
receptacle in the base and “‘facing’’ or 
preparing this receptacle for the gum, 
Then every week throughout the turpen- 
tine season, during the summer months, 
the tree is subjected to the hacking pro- 
cess, which consists in inflicting a fresh 
wound by cutting off a narrow section of 
the bark and outer sap wood of the tree. 
This process of wounding the tree has 
two effects. First, there is an exudation 
of the normal sap of the tree which might 
be compared to bleeding when an animal 
is wounded; and second, there is a patho- 
logical production of resinous material in 
the neighborhood of the wound which 
might be compared to the formation of a 
scab. This latter material probably makes 
up the greater part of the flow of gum, 
and to keep the process in operation it is 
necessary to re-wound the tree every 
week. As the resinous material flows out 
from the tree into the boxes, it is dipped 
at intervals of about three weeks, and 
conveyed to stills where distillation with 
water or steam drives off the spirit of 
turpentine, amounting to approximately 
20 per cent. of the total, and leaves the 
non-volatile material, which after drying 
and filtering, becomes the rosin of com- 
merce. The yield from any tree depends 
on the season, weather, vitality of the 
tree, expanse of tree top, etc., and as the 
vitality is certainly decreased by the sys- 
tem of boxing, the cup and gutter system 
which obviates boxing has been coming 
into more extensive use within the last 
few years. This is a modification of a 
system that has been in use in France 
for over forty years. The greater part of 
the resinous material from the tree may 
be looked upon as a pathological product 
resulting from the wound, and not a nor- 
mal product of the tree. Wounding a tree 
causes the formation of quite a _ large 
number of rosin ducts in the neighborhood 
of the wound, which gradually become 
stopped up with the resinous exudation, 
so that when a tree has been worked for 
several years, the whole body of the tre« 
up to a height of 10 to 15 feet, or at least 
as high as it has been chipped, becomes 
thoroughly saturated with this resinous 
material, which apparently does not differ 
in any appreciable degree from the resin- 
ous material that has been collected in 
the boxes, excepting that it contains a 
smaller percentage of spirit of turpentine 
and a larger percentage of rosin. The 
wood saturated with the resinous product 
from the tree is known as “light wood,”’ 
and which we consider the rapidity with 
which turpentine orchards are disappear- 
ing, it is obvious that we must look to 
light wood as the future source of tur- 
pentine. When a tree is blown down by 
any of the frequent winds, or dies from 
loss of vitality, due to boxing, the sap 
wood rots away, leaving this light wood 
and the heart of the tree thoroughly 
saturated with resinous material, and 
capable of resisting the action of the ele- 
ments for decades. Roots and stumps also 
become rich in these resinous products, 
and they were the first to be utilized in 
North Carolina, for the production of pine 
tar, by distillation. It soon became evi- 
dent that there were considerable quan- 
tities of turpentine in the pine stumps, 
and many attempts were made to recover 
this, the earliest patent dating as far 
back as 1841. Very little was accomplished 
in a commercial way, however, until a 
plant was built in 1872 at Wilmington, N. 
C., for the destructive distillation of 
“light wood” and stumps. “Light wood” 
is exceedingly heavy, weighing 4,000 or 
5.00 pounds per cord, and probably de- 
rives its name from the fact that it is 
particularly desired by the negroes for 
making their fires and for use as torches. 
When distilled, it should give all the 
products of “hard wood:” viz.. charcoal, 
acetic acid (recovered as acetate of lime), 
wood alcohol, gas and tar; but the tar 
being “‘pine tar,’’ is much more valuable 
than the corresponding product from hard 
wood, and there is a much larger yield, 
due to the production of tar from the 
rosin present. In addition to all these 
products. there are obtained from 6 to 30 
gallons per cord of spirits, depending on 
the qualitv’ of the “light wood.’’ The 
tar, by further distillation, produces 
pitch. which finds a steady market, and 
tar oil. which, on account of its creosote 
contents, is worked up into disinfectants, 
cable-coating, sheep dip, wood preserva- 
tive, shingle stain, ete. There is also a 
varying vield of wood oils, which find 
some market in the drug and essential 
oil trade. By basing their estimates of 
production of charcoal, acetate of lime 
and wood alcohol on the vields commonlv 
known to be obtained from “hard wood,” 
and for those of oil of turpentine, tar, tar 
oils, and “snecialties’’ on the richest 
stumps and “light wood.”’ it was easv to 
show on paper at least, a net profit of $50 
per cord, which in a plant of ten cords 
per day meant $500 daily profit. With 
some such figures as a hasis, a great 
many people were persuaded to embark 
in the destructive distillation of ‘“‘light 
wood.”” but as soon as these plants were 
under wav. a great many drawbacks ap- 
peared. (1) Their vield of wood alcohol 
proved to be only one or two gallons 

instead of 10 gallons per cord 


per cord, 
as commonly obtained from hard wood, 


In- 


the cost of manufacturing wood al- 
cohol from this source was found to be 
considerably in excess of the selling 
price. (2) The acetate of lime produced 
was found to be comparatively small in 
quantity and poor in quality, the usual 
product being a brown acetate, which 
commanded a very much lower price than 
the regular commercial gray acetate, pro- 
duced from hard wood. (3) The yields of 
oil of turpentine fell far below the esti- 
mates in most cases, and proved to have 
a very strong odor of creosote and alde- 
hyde products, and great difficulty was 
found in marketing it at a _ satisfactory 
price, The objectionable odor could be 
removed in the main by treatment with 
sulphuric acid and caustic soda, but the 
vield was very much decreased by this 
treatment, and the resulting product, 
while having a fair odor, had lost notice- 
ably in the valuable drying properties. 
(4) The various ‘specialties,’ from which 
so much was expected, usually over- 
stocked the market after the first few 
gallons were sold. (5) The charcoal was 
ordinarily produced far away from blast 
furnaces, where the only consumption 
was that required for domestic heating 
in some not too distant city. 

Many of these plants were finally aban- 
doned; many more were accidentally 
burned; some are still standing practically 
in ruins. One which was built not many 
years ago at the cast of about $200,000, 
was sold as scrap within the last year 
for $20,000 or less. Of course, vigorous at- 
tempts were made to overcome the va- 
rious defects, such as heating very gen- 
tly until the spirits of turpentine had been 
distilled off and then increasing the heat; 
taking off the various products at differ- 
ent levels in the retort; regulating the 
heating at various devices, so that it 
should be evenly distributed throughout 
the retort; installing a great variety of 
patent separators to make the refining 
easier and more accurate. A few such 
plants are still in operation. The claim 
of some to be running at a financial profit 
is probably due to the fact that these 
particular plants have worked up _ their 
tar oil into secret special compounds for 
which they have found a market. 

So far as the writer knows, none of 
them is attempting to make wood alco- 
hol: one at least is still making acetate 
of lime, and showed recently a net profit 
of le. per cord and a capacity of 7 cords 
per day. One small plant is using an 
asbestos-covered vertical retort in an en- 
deavor to regulate the heat: another at- 
tempted to accomplish the same object 
by surrounding the retort by a huge oil 
bath. In the latter case material lying 
nearest the sides of the retort is charred 
before that in the center has been warmed 
up appreciably. The retorts used have 
been mainly of iron, varying in size from 
half a cord up to five cords capacity, and 
requiring from 36 hours to 5 days for the 
distillation of a single charge. 

It seems to be evident from the above 
that primary destructive distillation is not 
the proper method to apply from a finan- 
cial point of view. 

The use of a hot bath in the retort in- 
stead of round it was patented by John- 
son in 1865. This idea has been rediscov- 
ered and repatented within the last three 
or four years, and at least three plants 
working on this system are now in opera- 
tion. The method usually adopted is to 
charge the retort with wood and then 
pump it nearly full of melted rosin, keep- 
ing the temperature of the rosin sufficient- 
ly high by blowing in superheated steam. 
When steam is allowed to blow through, 
it carries off the spirits of turpentine and 
with it a certain amount of wood oil and 
rosin oil. It has been stated that the 
yields from this process are as high as 
30 gallons of spirits of turpentine and 40 
gallons of heavy oil and rosin oil per cord, 
but in tests which the writer has wit- 
nessed, from 12 to 15 gallons of spirits of 
turpentine, 2 to 3 gallons of oil and 6 
gallons of rosin oil might be considered 
average figures. The defects of this sys- 
tem are obviously danger of fires and 
high cost of the process, 

The next system to be generally ex- 
ploited was the use of superheated steam, 
for which the oldest patent was granted 
to Hull in 1864. This process has been re- 
peatedly repatented since, and there are 
now at least six such plants in operation. 
The usual method is to grind the wood in 
a chipping or edging grinder, place it in 
fairly large vertical retorts, and pass su- 
perheated steam through it until the spir- 
its turpentine and some of the oils 
have been entirely distilled off. In ordi- 
nary practice the superheaters are not 
regulated accurately, and the fires are 
very often allowed to die out, The method 
seems to have no particular advantages, 
and has the decided drawback of char- 
ring the wood where the superheated 
steam first enters the retort and so con- 
taminating the spirits of turpentine with 
products of destructive distillation. 

The first patent for removing the oil 
of turpentine from “light wood’ by the 
use of steam without superheating was 
granted to Leffler in 1864. This apparently 
received no consideration for a_ great 
many years, and was rejuvenated by 
Krug a few years ago. Most of the plants 
which have recently been built, have 
used primary steam distillation to recover 
the spirit of turpentine, postponing de- 
structive distillation or any other meth- 
ods of recovering the other products from 
the wood until the spirit was removed. 
Future developments will probably be 
along similar lines. The principle used 
in this method is quite different from 
that of all the other systems, which heat 
the product in the wood high enough to 
boil off the spirit of turpentine. The suc- 
cess of a steam distillation plant depends 
first on the quality of wood; second, on 
the price for which it can be delivered 
at the retorts; third, the keeping of labor 
costs at the lowest possible figure by use 
of suitable retorts and machinery; and 
fourth, the proper penetration of the 
steam into the wood. The main develop- 
ment in recent years has been in the se- 
lection of suitable machinery and proper 
co-ordination of the different parts of the 
plant, and particularly in the designing 
of a_ retort which could be_ rapidly 
charged and discharged, and which 
would insure that the steam penetrated 
all parts of the wood without forming 
channels through it. Of the many retorts 
suggested, some are horizontal, charging 
through the top and discharging at one 
end: some are vertical, with various de- 
vices, more or less successful, for opening 
a large discharging door at the bottom; 
some use either a horizontal or vertical 
retort in which a cylindrical basket is 


and 





placed containing the charge; and some 
have even attempted a continuous opera- 
tion by charging and discharging all the 
time by mechanical devices; others still 
have used the idea of a retort hung on 
trunnions turned up to be charged and 
turned over for discharge; and others a 
horizontal retort with mechanical dis- 
charging device. At least two pflants have 
attempted to use the system running 
cars into retorts, something like the 
method used in “hard wood’ distillation. 

Many patents have been taken out cov- 
ering the direction the steam moves in 
the retort, whether down or up, the in- 
troduction of steam at various levels, and 
the agitation of the charge during the 
run; but the value of all points is 
still doubtful. The time required for 
steaming out spirits of turpentine by this 
method varies from 1 to 12 hours in dif 
ferent plants Yields vary from 6 to 2 
gallons per cord, depending on the quality 
of “light wood’’ and the character of the 
plant, a fair average being from 12 to 
15 gallons. When steam distillation is 
properly operated and the product is suit- 
ably refined, it would appear that’ the 
spirits of turpentine produced should not 
differ in any appreciable way from the 
old process spirits of turpentine or gum 
spirits of turpentine, the low tempera- 
ture preventing action on the wood, just 
in the case of the material which ex- 
udes from the tree in the old process. 

There are now perhaps 80 plants in the 
United States for recovering spirits of 
turpentine from “light wood,” and from 
mill waste. The writer is fairly familiar 
with the operations of about 50, and very 
intimately acquainted with from 12 to 15. 
The products from the various plants 
vary not only on account of different 
methods employed in the plants, but 
mainly because the attempt not made 
to produce material of a perfectly uni- 
form standard: and in cases where this 
is attempted the standards of different 
Plants are different. When success has 
been attained along the line of standard- 
izing the various methods of manufac- 
turing, a spirit of turpentine produced in 
this way should be not at all inferior to 
gum _ spirits of turpentine; in fact, it 
should be superior on account its uni- 
formity. 

After the wood has 
the steam process, it 
exactly the condition in which 
the retorts, excepting that the spirit of 
turpentine has been removed. A part of 
this refuse 1s used for fuel. The disposi- 
tion of the remainder is a serious problem, 
because it cannot be destructively dis- 
tilled in the ordinary retort without agi- 
tation on account of its poor conducting 
power. Some fairly successful attempts 
have been made to utilize it for manufac- 
turing a low grade of paper, and for re- 
covering the resinous material, but most 
of these attempts are still in the experi- 
mental stage. The point which has been 
definitely proven is that no destructive 
distillation can be attempted in the same 
retort that is used for distilling off the 
spirits of turpentine.

Bottles and Window Glass in the 


Orient, 


Consul-General James W. Ragsdale, of 
Tientsin, states that the trade in window 
glass, which is becoming steadily more 
important in China, will soon be seriously 
threatened from a new quarter, for the 
following reason:— 


The great Osaka factory of 
Glass Manufacturing Company, _ established 
with Japanese, French and Belgian capital 
amounting to $750,000 gold, was finished and 
was to start in the manufacture of glass bot- 
tles about the end of November. It expects 
to be able to turn out about 80,000 bottles a 
day, which figure corresponds to the current 
average number of the imported articles. 

On the arrival of the machines of the latest 
type ordered from France the company will 
ulso set up the manufacture of window glass. 
By this new machinery, it is said, 3,000 work- 
ing hands will suffice where it would require 
80,000 hands with the ordinary machinery 
hitherto in use in manufacturing window glass.

The South Penn Oil Company has 
completed its No. 5 on the K. M. Neeby 
farm in the Imperial district, Allegheny 
county, Pa., and has a 5-barrel in the 
30-foot sand. 


Several small producers have been de- 
veloped in the vicinity of Titusville, Pa. 
Many of them do not produce more than 
a barrel a day, but the flow is steady 
and profitable. 


O. R. Singleton, of McDonald, has 
bought a little third sand production 
in Butler county, Pa. The property is 
producing 15 barrels a day and the 
price paid was $20,000. 


Advices from the Glenwood field of 
Canada report that a gas well of 5,000,- 
000 cubic feet capacity a day was re- 
cently struck by S. A. Monson & Co., 
of Chicago, on the Smith farm. 


In the Congo district, Hancock 
county, W. Va., another good producer 
has been completed. It is Freudenber- 
ger & Co.’s No, 29 on the C, E. Brenne- 
man farm and is showing for a 60-bar- 
rel producer.

A development that is calculated to 
stimulate interest in Kentucky opera- 
tions is the completion pf a vo barrel 
producer in Whitley county, the best 
drilled in the section. It was beyond 
defined limits, proving an extension of 
a pool. 

Deepening oil wells has been a fea- 
ture of late operations in the Saratoga 
district of Texas, one of which respond- 
ed with an increased output to the ex- 
tent of about 200 barrels a day, De- 
velopment work, it is expected, will be 
stimulated as a result of this under- 
taking. 

In the Cameron district, Marshall 
county, W. Va., the Venture Oil Com- 
pany has shot its No. 1, John Thoel 
iarm, and No. 1, William Evans’ farm, 
The production of the first was in- 
creased from 2 to 20 barrels, and the 
last from 3 to 55 barrels a day. Both 
are old wells. 


In the Caldwell district, Noble county, 
Ohio, Chris McKee & Co.’s No. 3 on 
the Barnhouse farm has been completed 
and is producing 20 barrels a day from 
the Berea grit. In the Payne district, 
Washington county, D. S. Boyle & Co.’s 
No, 2 on the Margaret Sparling farm 
is holding up at 60 barrels a day. 


In Parker township, Clarke county, 
lll., the Parker-Edwards Oil Company 
has drilled in a 90-barrel pumper in No. 
41, on the T. W. Berkley farm, section 
18, and in the northeast corner of the 
farm. The same company has drilled 
in a 15-barrel pumper in No, 31, on the 
Berkley & Fogler farm, same section. 


A thousand barrel producer in the 
Lima field is a feature of unusual im- 
portance of the week and the result is 
likely to create a boom. It was brought 
in near Tiffin, Seneca county, Ohio, the 
scene of another well which is main- 
taining 250 barrels a day. The big pro- 
ducer was completed by R. J. Straight 
& Co. 


In the Rowell run extension, in 
Spencer district, Roane county, W. Va., 
Ullom, Goff & Heck have drilled their 
No. 5 en the Smith-Simmons farm 
through the Berea grit and the well 
produced 114 barrels the first 24 hours. 
This location is 800 feet northwest of 
No. 3 on the same farm and advances 
the producing lines the distance 
named, 


In Johnson township, Clarke county, 
Ill., the Pure Oil Company’s No. 6, on 
the William D. Mizener farm, section 
26, produced 150 barrels from the deep 
sand, The well is located 160 feet from 
the south line and 200 feet from the 
west line of the farm, The sand was 
struck at a depth of 595 feet, and oil 
found at the depth of 606 feet. This 
was the second layer of sand passed 
through, 


In the deep sand territory, on the 
south fork of Dunkard creek, Battelle 
district, Monongalia county, W. Va., 
the Manufacturers’ Light and Heat 
Company has drilled its No, 8 on the 
William Kinney farm into the fourth 
sand and the hole has filled up 2,000 
feet with fluid. The location is about 
800 feet northwest of the South Penn 
Oil Company’s No. 1 on the F. M. Ren- 
ner farm. 


Adam Painter, aged 75, a pioneer oil 
operator, formerly of Titusville, died 
on January 10 at the Home for the 
Aged Protestant Couples in Wilkins- 
burg, Pa., where he has resided for the 
last 11 years. He was born in West- 
moreland county and with his broth- 
ers had engaged in the oil business in 
McKean county, Pa., Allegany and 
Cattaraugus counties, N. Y., and in 
the Butler fields. 


On Big Branch, Duval district, Lin- 
coln county, W. Va., the Guyan Oil 
Company’s Nos. 5 and 6 on the Guyan- 
dott tract are holding up at 25 and 55 
barrels, respectively. In the Folsom 
district, Harrison county, the South 
Penn Oil Company’s No, 2 on the Elisha 
Atha farm is producing 100 barrels a 
aay. In the Wolf Summit field, in Har- 
rison county, the same company has 
drilled its No. 5 on the S. Nutter farm 
through the fifth sand and the hole has 
filled up 1,900 feet with fluid. 


On Woif Pen run, In the Bonds creek 
district, Ritchie county, W. Va., the 
Keener sand gushers are holding up in 
a way that keeps interest in other im- 
portant completions in the locality at a 
keen pitch. Nos, 1 and 2 on the T, E.

The Waters-Pierce Oil Company has 
applied tc the council at New Iberia, 
La., for a franchise to establish an oil 
depot within the city limits, including 
the erection of a $50,000 refinery. It is 
believed the plans of the company pro- 
vide for a connection by pipe line with 
the Anse la Butte field. 


Advices from _ Bolivar, Alleghany 
county, N. Y., state that the Standard 
Oil Company is making extensive im- 
provements in its properties in that 
section. It has arranged to expend 
$180,000 on the Olean refinery and will 
do considerable construction work at 
Oil City at a cost of $250,000. 


John Bright and David Shears, of 
Oil City, Pa., are the president and 
vice-president, respectively, of the re- 
cently incorporated Fairview Oil and 
Gas Company, capitalized at $100,000, 
which has leased 5,000 acres of land, 
six miles southwest of Mansfield, O., 
and will commence drilling upon it as 
soon as a derrick can be shipped there 
from Franklin, Pa. The first well will 
be drilled 2,000 feet west of territory on 
which the Logan Natural Gas and Fuel 
Company now has three producing gas 
wells with strong indications of oil. 


Operators are trying to develop a 
new pool, located about three miles 
east of Sistersville, in Tyler county, W. 
Va. The new wells are but a short dis- 
tance from Persley. The work com- 
pleted and the results are as follows:— 
The Pure Oil Company’s test on the 
Kyle farm, drilled through the Keener 
sand, is a small gas well; McIntyre & 
Inghram’s test on the Schemerhorn 
farm is a good gasser in the Keener 
sand, and the Pure Oil Company’s test 
on the D. C. Gormer farm is showing 
2 15-barrel pumper from the Keener 
sand, 


It has been announced at Pittsburgh 
that the Standard Oil Company has 
outlined a plan for increasing its net- 
work of pipe lines in western Pennsyl- 
vania and West Virginia with the ob- 
ject of covering more thoroughly all oil- 
producing points in those sections, The 
producing area has considerably en- 
larged, although big wells are now a 
rarity. The first work which is calcu- 
lated greatly to increase the flow of 
oil to refineries at tidewater will be 
the building of an eight-inch line from 
Washington, Pa., to Morgantown by 
way of Waynesburg. The work will 
be done by the South West Penn Pipe 
Line Company. 


A report from St. Petersburg con- 
tains the news of a mammoth gusher 
encountered in the Bibi-Eybat field at 
Baku, being credited with a produc- 
tion of 120,000 barrels a day. It far sur- 
passes any other well in the Baku 
region and unlike the new gusher 
opened at Surakhant in December, 
which gives 10,000 barrels daily, the new 
Bibi-Eybat gusher was discovered in 
an already exploited field. An advance 
of three per cent. in oil shares at St. 
Petersburg was reported as a result of 
the strike, and the new evidence of the 
remarkable resources of the Baku dis- 
trict has occasioned much gratification 
in Russian oil circles. 


The Texas Company is credited with 
the intention of constructing an addi- 
tional six-inch pipe line from Sour Lake 
to Garrison station, near Spindletop, 
where a connection will be made with 
the company’s lines to Port Arthur. 
The new system will be between 40 and 
50 miles long and its pumping capacity 
is placed at between 10,000 and 12,000 
barrels a day. The new line is to be 
built in anticipation of the approaching 
completion of the Texas Company’s 
eight-inch pipe line from the Indian 
Territory oil fields to Humble, Texas. 
This line has been completed and in 
operation for some time to Dallas, 
Texas, and is now getting in shape for 
operation throughout the entire length 
of the line. 


Pittsburgh capitalists have secured 
charters for the Sterling Oil Engine 
Company and for the Adesco Oil an 
Gas Co. The object of the former is to 
manufacture oil engines, machinery and 
other appliances for drilling oil and gas 
wells. The incorporators are I. E. 
Ackerly, L. S, Cook, G. M. Hayes, T. T. 
Sweeney, all of Pittsburgh, and. Peter 
M. Allman, of Bluffton, Md. The capi- 
tal stock is $100,000. The other corpora- 
tion is organized for the producing, buy- 
ing, selling and the leasing of lands 
for oil and gas. The capital stock is 
$48,000 and the incorporators are N. B. 
Miller, J. B. Miller, A. D, Miller, IJr., 
Edward G. Long, Harry F. Seseman 
and Charles J. Collman, all of Pitts- 
burgh. They are incorporated under 
the laws of West Virginia. 


The Tidewater Pipe Line Company 
has 3,600 barrels of tankage on the 
Schollard farm at East Hebron, Pa., 
and the tanks are about full from the 
seven producing wells in the immediate 
vicinity. Three are owned by the Brad- 
ford Gas Company and four by the 
Potter Gas Company. The company is 
waiting to see how extensive a pool 
will be opened before laying a line out 
to its main seaboard lines. On the Ter- 
williger farm in the same neighborhood 
the Cummings Oiland Gas Company has 
a light gasser, while it is also drilling 
No. 1 on the Lewis Ball farm. Murphy 
& Company, of Wellsville, have a 
duster on the Hemple farm. It was 
drilled to the oil sand, but there was 
nothing in it. The Clair heirs are dril!- 
ing on the Joseph Clair estate farm.

A slight improvement has been noted 


in the demand for chemicals in gen- 
eral during the past week, although 
the entire market is far from being 


active. The willingness of banks to 
again loan money at reasonable rates 
has proved a valuable factor in cre- 
ating new activity in this department. 
A leading dealer brought out the fact 
that where a few months ago small 
consumers restricted their purchases 
to five barrel lots, they are now buying 
fifteen and twenty barrels. The im- 
provement has also extended to larger 
quantities. Inquiries for spring deliv- 
ery are gradually increasing, especially 


from out of town sources, and the 
prospects for an average contract 
movement, within the next few weeks, 
appears to be growing brighter each 
day. Price changes have been frac- 


tional and have favored buyers. Heavy 
importations and a light consuming de- 
mand have led to freer offerings of 
arsenic and the market has displayed 
an easier tendency. Chloride of bari- 
um is quoted slightly lower, while ni- 
trate of lead shows a fractional decline 
in a very dull market. Carbonate of 
potash has been moving steadily to 
Southern consuming points. Blue vit- 
riol is steadier under a gradual im- 
proving demand and a higher metal 
market. A detailed market report of 
the principal chemicals is indicated 
below, 
Heavy Chemicals. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—The 
market remains steady at lately pre- 
vailing prices, but there is an absence 
of new developments or important feat- 
ures. Some improvement is reported 
in new inquiries, but additional sales 
of magnitude have not been increased 
to any material extent. Goods for 
prompt shipment are available on the 
~— of 1.30c. for bulk, 1.50c. for kegs 

o. b. works, and the usual advance 
Ny 20c. all around delivered in this sec- 
tion, less the usual discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Heavy ar- 
rivals from Antwerp and Liverpvol 
have kept the market in good supply 
and offerings at the recent reductions 
have been on a more liberal scale. 
Contract deliveries have been moving 
steadily and additional orders of mod- 
erate size have been placed, both for 
laundry and paper concerns. Sales are 
conducted on the basis of 1.25c. for 
small quantities and car lots at 1.20c. 
and up for standard makes, according 
to seller and terms of sale. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Nothing new has 
developed to influence any changes in 
the prices of this commodity and the 
market continues steady at old values. 
Contract shipments have been supply- 
ing the wants of the large consumers 
and additional sales have been limited 
and confined largely to small lots rep- 
resenting actual requirements. Prices 
are firm on the basis of 1.75@1.80c. and 
-l0c. higher for 60 per cent. f. o. b. 
works, as to quantity and terms of 
sale. Powdered is quoted at 2%@3c., 
as to test, quantity and point of de- 
livery. 

SALT CAKE.—The demand has 
shown slight improvement, especially 
for moderate sized lots, Various trou- 
bles at glass-making plants have hin- 
dered the movement in this direction 
to some extent, but production, as a 
rule, is meeting with good distribution 
and supplies in first hands are not ex- 
cessive. Values are stationary on the 
basis of .40@42c., according to quality 
and terms of sale. 

SAL SODA.—A fair business is re- 
ported at recent reductions, but there 
has been no rapid influx of new orders 
of magnitude. Consuming channels 
are absorbing a reasonable amount of 
deliveries and the market remains 
steady on the basis of .60c. and up f. 0 
b. for barrels, less the usual discount 
terms. Moderate quantities of concen- 
trated are available on the basis of 
l%c. and up, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

SODA ASH.—Quiet conditions have 
dominated this market and, aside from 
a fairly steady movement on regular 
contracts, there has been little busi- 
ness of importance to note. Supplies 
are not excessive and manufacturers 
have limited production to meet the 
restricted demand. Light 58 per cent. 
in bags is quoted at 77%c. in car lots, 
and less than car lots up to 92%c. on 
the basis of 48 per cent. Barrels are 
held at 824%4.@$1, as to quantity. 

Acids, 

ACETIC.—The market has. ruled 
steady under a moderate demand, but 
there has been an absence of important 
developments and no price changes 
have occurred to create new interest. 
Inquiries from out of town consumers 
for spring delivery have been more 
liberal, but actual business has been 
small. Goods are available at 2.60@ 
3c., as to quantity and seller. 

MURIATIC,—The improvement noted

in our previous report has continued 


during the past week and additional 
orders have been placed by the metal 
industry covering supplies over the 
current year. Spot lots have been in 
fair request both for export and do- 
mestic consumption and the market has 
ruled steady with sales conducted on 
the basis of 1.10c. and up, as to quan- 


tity, seller and terms of sale, 

NITRIC,.—The situation presents no 
important changes, and the market re 
mains steady at lately prevailing prices. 
Supplies are not excessive and the 
strong position of crude materials has 
kept the undertone firm, Contract de- 
liveries have been supplying the wants 
of the large consumers and occasion- 
ally additional orders have been placed 
at 44%c. and up, as to quantity and 
seller. 

OXALIC.—The market has assumed 
a quiet attitude, owing to the absence 
of important demand. Orders for job- 
bing requirements are fairly heavy, but 
trading in round lots has been re- 
stricted. Arrivals have been free, but 
prices show no appreciable change and 
spot is quoted on the basis of 7w7%4¢ 
as to quantity and seller, 


SULPHURIC.—The market has as- 
sumed more active proportions under 
an improving demand and the distri- 


bution has been liberal and has covered 
a broader field. The general import- 


ance of this commodity establishes it 
as one of the leading chemicals and 


in inquiries is viewed with 
much satisfaction by the trade. Prices 
are firm on the basis of le. and up for 
66 degrees, according to quantity and 
seller. 

TARTARIC.—Heavy importations of 
crude from Marseilles and Messina are 
still replenishing local stocks, but the 
position of the refined market shows 
no appreciable change Business con- 
tinues of good seasonable proportions 
and values are steady at lately pre- 
vailing figures. Sales are conducted 
on the basis of 28%@29\c. for crystals 
and 29@29%ec. for powdered, according 
to quantity, seller and terms of sale. 
Cream of tartar is steady and un- 
changed on = basis of 23144@23%4c. for 
crystals and 234%@24c. for powdered, as 
to quantity, se eller and terms of sale.

ALUM.—Although the general 
ket presents a tame appearance, manu- 
facturers report a fair jobbing move- 
ment into channels of consumption and 
former quotations are still current for 
all varieties. Sales are conducted on 
the basis of 1.75@1.80c. for lump, 1.85@ 
1.90c. for ground, and powdered at 3c. 
and upward, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

AQUA AMMONIA.—Sales to both the 
paint and drug trades have been rea- 
sonably heavy, but there has been an 
absence of important features or new 
developments. Shipments on outstand- 
ing contracts are fairly steady and 
prices continue unchanged on the basis 
of 4%c. for drums, 5%c. for carboys in 
car lots and the usual advance for less 
quantities, as to package and terms of 
sale, for 26 degrees. 

ARSENIC.—A continued quiet 
ket prevails, with conditions unsettled 
and the tendency easier. Heavy ar- 
rivals have been received from foreign 
supply sources and available goods are 
not scarce by any means. The large 
consumers show little anxiety about 
future requirements and business in 
progress has been light and confined 
to small spot parcels for actual neces- 
sities. Foreign cables are a trifle 
firmer, but goods on this side are avail. 
able at 5%4c., which is the lowest price 
made public on this movement. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—The market pre- 
sents a slightly firmer tendency under 
better inquiries for spring delivery and 
an improvement in the metal situation. 
Sales of moderate lots have increased 
and business appears to be gradually 
improving.

A review of the business transacted 
during the week closed fails to reveal 
a substantial increase in volume of 
trade, but the number of inquiries and 
disposition among buyers to take over 
more liberal quantities where sales 
are made, are encouraging fea- 
tures. Quotations also have been al- 
tered in several instances, favorable to 
both buyer and seller, as the case may 
be. Albumen is off slightly and weak- 
er, and antimony salt in sympathy 
with the sluggish market for the basic 
metal is lower on the various grades. 
Dextrines and corn starch have ad- 
vanced owing to a change from the 
lake and rail to all rail freight basis. 
Gambier is quiet and in liberal supply. 
Myrobolans and nutgalls are the same 
as last reported and prussiate of soda 
fractionally better. Sumac has ad- 
vanced materially and is unobtainable 
for nearby arrivals, with spot stocks 
rather low. The tin by-products are 
unchanged. Turmeric continues scarce 
and other commodities are featureless. 

ALBUMEN.—The apathy of consum- 
ers has resulted in slightly easier fig- 
ures on egg, and that concessions 
would be granted under these figures 
on liberal quantities there is little 
doubt. Stocks have accumulated to 
such an extent that very few forward 
shipments are expected until summer, 
and supplies have been sufficiently di- 
minished. This would all argue for lower 
prices, but there is an element in the 
situation with which sellers endeavor 
to protect themselves; namely, the fact 
that with the tremendous quantities of 
egg yolks on hand in primary markets, 
Manufacturers of albumen will be sustained, it being the 

general rule that when yolks are in 
abundant supply manufacturers find it 


expedient to realize high prices on 
albumen and vice versa. The question 
is, however, with a demand for neither, 
how will it work out? Representative 
figures in this market are 57@65c., ac- 
cording to quantity and quality, with 
material shading probable. Blood is

Store goods are available at 
4%c., dock stuff being a trifle firmer 
at 3.95e. London reports that the mar- 
ket is again firmer for arrival, and 
sales to the extent of about 250 tons 
have been effected at 16s. 9d. per cwt. 
e.f.f. terms London or Continent for 
January-March = and February-April 
shipment. For the year ended Decem- 
ber 31, 1907, the following statistics 
prove interesting.—Carried over from 
1906, 272 tons; landed, 955 tons; deliv- 
ered, 982 tons; on hand December 31, 
1907, 245 tons.

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—But 
light quantities are necessary to fill 
buyers’ requirements, though the mar- 
ket retains its stability and is in some 
quarters quoted even higher than listed 
figures. Quotations extended by deal- 
ers on the spot for imported German 
in kegs is $2.00@2.25, and in _ casks, 
$1.85@2.00 per cwt. American is held 
at $1.40@1.55 per cwt. in bbls. and $1.55 
@1.65 in kegs. 

INDIGO.—The inactivity of many of 
the large print plants still restrains 
substantial trading and confines in- 
quiries to light nearby deliveries. Ad- 
vices from the far east regarding the 
seasonable auctions are as yet forth- 
coming. The various descriptions show 
no change from previous figures, being 
given as follows on the spot:—Bengal, 
low grade, 55@65c.; do. medium, 624%@ 
75e.; high, 774%@90c.; Kurpahs, 50@60c.; 
Guatemala, 35@70c.; Manila, 45@50c., 
and Madras, 45@50c. Synthetic is 
quoted at 18@20c., according to quan- 
tity. 

MYROBOLANS.—Though consuming 
interest has shown no material im- 
provement the market here gains con- 
siderable support from the firm condi- 
tions reported at foreign distributing 
centers. London advises that business 
is restricted by the small stock avail- 
able, which has forced prices for ar- 
rival to a point generally too high for 
buyers. For the twelve months ending 
December 31 there were landed at that 
port 1,993 tons, which, together with 
the stock carried over from 1906, so 
that deliveries of 2,118 tons during left 
on hand December 31, 1907, 82 tons. 
Prices ruling on the spot are $32.50@ 
40 per ton. Arrived Thursday per 
steamer Cestrian from London 1,520 
bags and 948 pockets. 

NUTGALLS.—Are taken on spot in 
only a small way, but are fairly well 
maintained as to price, no change in 
the current list figures being noted. 
China galls quote in this market at 
15@16c. and blue Aleppo at 17@18%c. 
London reports for the year closed De- 
cember 31, 1907, as follows:—Carried 
over from 1906, 6 cases; landed, 525 
cases; delivered, 100 cases; on hand, 
431 cases. On China galls London au- 
thorities advise as herewith:—

Though actual consumption 
has not greatly increased there is ap- 
parent a _ better feeling. , The local 
buyers will generally find the market 
at 94@10c. for soda, 34c. for red potash 
and 15\%c. for yellow. 

STARCH.—Buying interest has as- 
sumed no larger proportions, but there 
is in progress a steady demand for 
moderate quantities. ‘The price list 
reveals important changes in an ad- 
vance on corn starch and, in fact, all 
corn. by-products are affected. The 
enhanced values are attributed to the 
necessity of transporting by an all rail 
route instead of lake and rail. Pow- 
dered in bags is named at $2.62 per 100 
lbs., and in bbls., $2.78; pearl in bags, 
$2.57, and in bbls., $2.73; and thin boil- 
ing, $2.92 in bags and $3.08 in bbls., all 
in car lots. Potato stock is firm at 
3%c.; rice, at 64%c., and wheat, 9c. 

SUMAC,.—A rather unexpected turn 
in the market occurred during the 
week, when with the bullish cables 
from primary markets, prices made a 
decided change for the better, 28 per 
ecent., according to seller and quantity 
recording an advance of from $4 to $5 
per ton better than previous quota- 
tions; other tests acting accordingly. 
The spot supplies are not over abun- 
dant, and bids made by local importers 
for January-February shipment are 
said to have been rejected, no stock 
being obtainable sooner than March- 
April shipment. Prices asked on the 
spot are:—$78@80 for 29 per cent. tannic 
acid test, $76@78 for 28 per cent., and 
$74@76 for 27 per cent.
